LoNixJN-, April 30.— "No God; no law; 
no property ! Remember Chicago !" will be 
the cry of tho Anarchista, at Hyde Park, on 
Sunday. A half-tlozen roughly printed 
posters, with these words in l)old letters 
upon them, liave been torn from tlio walls 
by the police, in tho Hast End, and futile 
efforts aro being made to find out who put 
up the lawless mottoes. Tho Scotland 
Yard officials are anxiously engaged in tlie 
work of assigning the various bodies of 
l)olico to duty for Sunday, and scattering 
men, in oitizena' clothes, unumg the tliou- 
suiuls upon thousands of jieople wlio will be 
in and arouiul tlie park lu listen to speeches 
in favor of Lite elght-huiir diiy as tlie nio.st 
important step toward the ultinmte freedom 
of the worUingiiien, and urging l'.irliap.icnt 
lo p:iss a law. jNearly lOU Anarchists aro 
said to have arrived in Loudon, but; revolu- 
tionists declare that the greater portion of 
the report sent to the continental press con- 
cerning doings of refugees in London is false. 
Orders have been issued to liavc all tho 
troops stationed in London ready for any 
emergency, which means that tho entire 
force of guards will bo kept under arms all 
day. Tho London rioter has little consuler- 
tion for the police, v.-lio dare not draw their 
batons, save under cjcceptionul circumstan- 
ces, but lakes to his heols at tho sight of the 
soldiers, for whom he lias a wholesome re- 
spect.

A 
mysterious iucideni, ivii eh many persons 
connect with the Anarchisis' preparations 
for May-day, occurred in i'leetwood, Tues- 
day night. A aoiitry on girird at tho 
magazine was attacked by two men, who 
endeavored to lake Ida rille. The sentry 
touched an electric bell coniniunicaling witli 
the guards, und the assailants (led as they 
heard tho guards running to the scene. 

Paris, April .'W— In conseciueucc of the 
receipt of letters threatening to blow up the 
Baourse the doors of that establishment 
were closed yesterday. A bomb with a half 
burned fuse attached was found in the Uuc 
Kleuras and two loaded bombs were fomul 
iu the Church of St. Denis. The sub pre- 
fecture at Espout was burned yesterday, 
the Are being attributed lo Anarchists. 
Waiter I'llerol, who Informed the police o( 
riavaehol's dining at Very's restaurant, has 
left Paris. La I'^aiieo says the i'Vench 
(lovernnicnt is eonvhieed that the anar- 
chists in France are only the tools of foreign 
instigators. 'I'wo soldiers have been iir- 
resled at Marseilles on suspicion of l)eiiig 
in communicaliou with anarchists. 
The police of fiCon today re- 
moved n number of anarchist 
placards. Kivu Italian Anarchists have 
been arrested at Nice, and (■xpelled from 
France, lliree Anarelusls being arrested at 
Choisy lo Roi. The recent dynamite out- 
rages have caused a feeling among the 
pe(i]ile llial ihelatof May will witness 
rioting and bloodshed not only iu I'aris, hut 
in various labor-employing sections through- 
ous the country. Though the authorities 
have repeatbdly said that no trouble is 
anticipated in this city, tiioy aro taking 
iho most extensive precautions. At tho 
municipal elections throughout Franco, out- 
side of Paris, it is feared the crowds may 
fall an easy prey to Anarchistic agitators.

forth the alleged wrongs of the soldier and 
calling upon tlieni to join the Socialists.

A Well Knowa German Chemist 
Itfakes au Important Scientific 
Discovery. 

Continuation of Deehilng's Trial- 
Indications Tliat the Durham 
Strilce is Collapsing. 



Tlic .lllnrrs' .Strike Collapsing;. 
London, April 30. —The backbone of the 
disastrous strike of the Durham miners has 
been broken by the action of the miners 
themselves, and there is a prospect, slight 
though it is, that the trouble will soon be 
ended. Tho minors voted in favor of all 
the men not connected with the pits owned 
by th'i members of the Mine Owners' Asso- 
ciation resnaiing work. Twelve ihousaud 
men will thus b(! enabled to go back to 
work at once. The minors connected with 
the Mine Owners' Asaociatitjn pits will con- 
tinue to strike; but it is thought, with the 
aid of the other owners, the Working Asso- 
ciation, will elleet a coniiiroinise. A p.ir- 
tial resumption of work will eualile many 
iron works and factories, shut down be- 
cause of the scarcity of fuel, to start up 
again, and tho distress that resulted from 
tlie stoppage of work, among the employes, 
will be alleviated. 

DccniiiiK'H Trial. 
Melbourne, April 30. — Tho Dcenung 
trial was continued to-day. Expert inodical 
testimony was taken as to the condition of 
the body of the murdered woman. The 
crosa-exaniination endeavored to show that 
the character of the wounds indicated that 
Deeming was insane. Vesterday several 
witnesses testified to quarrels between 
IJeemingJind hisjsife. Miss KoUticesvell, to 
whom Deeming, under the name of Swan- 
ton, was engaged to bo married, told the 
story of tho courtship, identified a number 
of love letters, and said Deeming was always 
courteous and kind to ^er. 

Importniit ProMcm Kolvcil- 

Beulin, April .'iO. — If Professor Vogel, 
the distinguished German chemist, be not 
mistaken in the conclusion to whicli his 
cxperimenta have led him, another great 
scientific problem of the ago would seem to 
be in a fair way toward solution. He says 
that he has now perfected a process by 
which it will be possible for skilled opera- 
tors to reproduce the natural colors ot ani- 
mate and inanimate objects liy photography. 
At tho Professor's invitation, a reporter 
called at tbe workshop in which his part- 
ner, Mr. Ulrich, has lately been 
tentatively applying his process of 
liglitograpliy. 'i'lio Professor asked whe- 
ther he was convinced that he could 
photograph people in their natural 
colors as perfeelly as he could reproduce 
pictures, lie said repeatedly, and in the 
most positive manner, lioth in speech and, 
at the reporter's rc(|ue3t, in writing, that lie 
could. "1 have not yet practically denion- 
slrated the fact,'' saiil ho, "because it's only 
lately that 1 have perfected my process, and 
the light ill llerlin has not been favorable to 
my e.-iperimenis. I shall test my invention 
early in the coming summer, when tho light 
is more brilliant."

KALisriaL, April 29. — A construction 
train on tho Great Northern was ditched 

about 9 o'clock this morniug at a point a 
few ndlea beyond Bonner's ferry, west of 
here. Attached to the train were four 
large bourding-liouso cars containini: rail- 
road laborers, four of whom were instantly 
killed. One man is missing and others aro 
injured. Tho company's surgeons were 
inuiiedialely sent to the scene of the wreck. 
Tlie acdideiit was caused by a pair of trucks 
jumping tbe Irack jusl ahead of the board- 
ing cars. This is the first serious accident 
to trains in tho construction of the 500 miles 
now completed.

Senator Mucdonald's friends aro working 
strenuously in his behalf for the Liout.- 
Governsliip of the Province. 

Hon. David Mills says the Redistribution 
bill violates every principle of popular re- 
presentation. Tho Liberals will fight it 
tooth and nail. They want the Governor- 
General to interfere. Tho British Columbia 
members say that if the boundary can be 
agreed upon Westminster may be divided. 
The idea of two members is not palatable. 

Under the proposed redistribution, it 
would appear that Ontario will have 92 
ineinbera, and Quebec has Go, as before, hers 
being Ihe pivot number; Nova Scotia 20, 
instead of 21 members; Now Brunswick 1-1.

Commissioner Parmalee says that no in- 
formation has been received in the Depart- 
ment that certain ]3ritish Columbia sealers 
intend obtaining foreign registers for the 
purpose of evading the provisions of the 
moilun vinitili. 

The Quadra has been ordered to bo ready 
on May Gth to conduct Jlr. Macoun to the 
Pribyloff Islands, but the vessel will imme- 
diately return. Mr. Macoun will remain on 
the Islands for several weeks, for tho pur- 
pose of making comparative observations of 
seal life, to ascertain whether tho observa- 
tions of last year as to seal life are borne 
out this season.

He came over last 
evening on tho Kingston, and will be at the 
Bishop's Palace for a week, when ho returns 
to his home in Juneau. A Colonist repre- 
sentative visited the Father last night, and 
the following interesting items of news, the 
first since the long winter season started, 
were obtained from him. 

At about ;! o'clock on the morning that 
Father Altorf left .luneau quite a severe 
shock of eartli(|uake was felt. The vibra- 
tions lasted lo or 20 seconds for the first 
lime, and caused a general rattling of 
movable articles. Several other shocks 
were felt, but they were light compared 
with tho first. 

Tho Mexico, on her trip up to Juneau, 
took new niacliinory for the Nowell Gold 
Mining Company's saw mill, at Beruer bay. 
This mill will have a busy season turning out 
lumber and material to be used in tho com- 
pany's extensive mining works, in Silver 
Bow Basin. 

Thus far during tbe season, about eighty 
men have started into the Yukon from 
Jureau. For the past six or seven years 
these diggings have attracted considerable 
attention, and, from present indications, 
they will develop into an immense and 
profitable field for tho prospector. 

There are but few placer diggings in this 
section of Alaska and they require a eon- 
siderable outlay of capital to properly work 
tlieui. The jirincipal placer claims are in 
Silver liow Basin, Sluick Basin and on 
Lemon creek. The two former basins have 
received considerable attention and thous- 
ands of dollars have been expendel in pre- 
jiaring them for active jilacer work. The 
Nowcdl Gold Mining Co., operating the 
placers in the .Silver liow U.isiii, had a short 
run ln.it year and realized handsome returns, 
and thia year this conqiany will carry on 
operations on a extexaivo scale und Silver 
liow Basin will bo the scene of active placer 
mining oporaliona never before witnessed in 
tho Northwest. 

Tho Yukon is attracting considerable at- 
tention thia season, and each steamer brings 
some hardy prospectors from below to enter 
that section iu search of the rich deposits 
known to exist there. Thus far there have 
been more tbon one hundred started in. It 
is a bard ohd tedious journey, as well as 
expensive, 'and it appears strange that the 
U.S. Oo'vornment,' which is alwajriready to 



render aid and assistance to commerce or- 
agriculturc, does not render asaistaneo to 
the mining industry by making appropria- 
tions for road or trails. 

It ia reported that tho Bear Nest pro- 
perty, on Douglas Island, which a few 
years ago created conaidorablo excitement 
in mining circles iu both Europe and 
America, is going to be thoroughly investi- 
gated this summer, for the purposa of 
asoertaitdng whether tlie property has any 
merits or ia the stupendous fraud which it 
is now represented to be. This property has 
been shrouded in mystery. It was sold for 
a large sum, and immediately largo and ex- 
tensive works wore (ilaced thereon, without 
any investigation lii^yond tho reports of 
several eminent experts, and from tho fact- 
of its joining the Trcadwell on tho north, 
yet before the works were completed and 
after driving a tunnel between 2,000 and 
.'i,000 feet in length, ore in sudieient quau- 
tity to run the mill could not be found, and 
all work ceased and tho enterprise was pro- 
nounced a failnro. 

The Shuck Bay Placer Mining Co. has its 
property in complete readiness for active 
work, which wiil commence as soon us the 
snow will perniic. The snow there ut pre- 
sent is about ten feet deep and it will pro- 
bably bo about the middle of May before 
work can be commenced. The flrst placer 
mining camp in Alaska was at Shuck, and 
the surfaoe ground paid fairly well, but, in 
those days, the miners did not have the 
necessary means to open the ground at;? a 
proper depth, so the camp was abandoned. 

A few days before tbe Father came 
down the revenue cutter Corwin oalled in 
luneau. The U. S. Government placed the 
Corwin in service for the purpose of making 
a scientific investigation, under tho super- 
ision of Capt. A. \V. I^avender, special 
agent of the Treasury Department. She 
came up on tho outside, and on tho way 
killed a few seal, but tho weather was so 
stormy that but little in that line could be 
done. After passing the entrance to Mill- 
bank Sound she encountered a very severe 
Cale M'ith a high sea, and she hud three life- 
boats carried away and a fourth one stove 
The storm was of short duration. After 
arriving at Sitka Capt. Lavonder took tho 
sworn statement of ii number who have had 
experience in tho sealing buaincBs, giving 
their observations, etc. After her arrival 
hero he secured the statement of quite a 
number of ineu engaged in tho business. 
She sailed, early Friday morning, for Hoon- 
ah, where Indian testimony will be taken, 
and thence she will go to Yakutat, 
and will probably call into Lituya Bay. ; 

The Catholic hospital and schools at-Jn- 
neaii are flourishing, the former being a 'Very 
great boon to miners durini; the season, as 
it is the only institution of the kind in 
Alaska. Father Altorf reports that he 
will soon need more help for tho manage- 
ment of the place, the five sisters who are 
in charge at present being very often over- 
worked. The six sisters who have a school 
over a thousand miles abbve'the Yuk^n are 
doing well. 

Father Altorf reports things generally ex- 
traordinarily quiet, the above items being 
about all that he has to tell. He says that 
the Indians are getting very peaceable, and 
that tho lii|unr traliic is being cir.;umscribod 
very greatly, thanks to the efforts of tho 
U. S. Government.

Another Version of the Case— What Hrs. Mil- 
hank Has to Say. 

New YonK, April 30.— Dalziel's cable 
news, opeoial from Paris, says : Interest in 
I he duel fought between Duo de Morny and 
Harry Vane Milbank has increased during 
the day, especially wdion an attempt was 
made to get a statement from the former, 
but tho yucht on wdiich ho is has left 
Ostend, and consequently it is impossible to 
diacovor his whereabouts. A reporter 
called to-day upon the wife of the other 
principal in the ad'air, and on making his 
mission known to Mrs. Milbank, she talked 
freely on the Druy ton-Borrowe scandal. She 
said: "I thinklcun put a little dill'ereiit com- 
plexion on the matter than has been given in 
the newspapers. Some months ago Mr. 
Drayton, wdio was at tliat time in the U. S. , 
had reason to believe that his wilu^ honor 
had been saoriliccd by IJorrowe. W^itliout 
troubling himself about hqr admirer, Mr. 
Drayton made his wife sign a confession of 
guilt and write an agreement tofuraish him 
with an allowancci ot £3,000 a year, bulf to 
be used for himself and the other half for 
his children, and undertakingj at tho same 
time, never to see Mr. Borrowo agalA. .'\s 
a daughter of tbe late' millionaire Williuin 
A'ltor, she was well able to provide the 
money. Directly after this Mr. Drayton 
left for London with his wife and family, 
Mr. Borrowo remaining in the United 
States, but Mr. Drayton, not con- 
tent with securing the money, taunted 
his wife that her lover was couteiitiiig 
biuiself with some one else and had forgot- 
ten all about her. This aroused tho tigress 
in her nature, and, mnd wdlli rage at his 
taunts, she cabled to Mr. liorrowe, telling 
him to come lo London immediately.

The outrii-gcd husband pretended lo be un- 
able to condone the repeated oU'ence, and 
ilctcrmined on revenge. A duel was ar- 
ranged to take place in France, and the 
antagonists eanio to Paris. My huahand 
consented to bo one of Mr. liorrowe's 
seconds, as he took a great deal of interest 
iu him. Seeing that his friend did not 
particularly wish a light with Mr. Dray- 
ton, my husband conceived tho idea of 
referring the case to arbitration, anil, with 
this object wrote tho Due de Morny und M. 
Aurclien Scholl, stating the caso without 
mentioning any names, and asking, at the 
same time, for their opinion.

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race, — that is, if no catastrophe happens in 
tho meantime. In five millions of years 
from now, tho sun will bo pretty nearly 
burned out. Tho heat which it radiates 
will not be suiiicicnt to sustain auiinul and 
vegetable life. The sun will become as cold 
as a heap of cinders, and every planet that 
depends upon it for light and heat will also 
become blaek and cold and barren. 

No one need be nervous about this. The 
earth will last his or her time and a very 
great deal longer. Allowing that it is 7,000 
years since Adam appeared on this earthly 
scene, there are in that period only one hun- 
dred ages, of seventy years each. In tlie 
period which Sir Robert Ball gives tho 
earth to live, or rather to be capable of sus- 
taining life, there aio 71,-1-S suchngca. So, as 
far as man is concerned, if wo adopt the 
orthodox chronology, the human race is still 
in its infancy, having not lived out the sev- 
en-hundredth part of the span allotted to it 
by Sir Bobert Ball and his fellow scientists. 



A MOMENTOUS QUESTION. 

" How long can tho Eartli sustain life ?" is 
a (j^uestion naked by Sir Kobort Ball, F.R.S., 
in the April number of tho Fortnightly R 
f - view. The question is a momentous one, us 
' ^ it is^e which concerns every living thing, 
animal and vegetable, on the face of the 
earth. The answer, though not altogether 
satisfactory, needs not alarm any one now 
living. Tt RPOins to iia that Sir Robert him 
self, learned as he is, and profound ua have 
been his researches, is somewhat at a loss to 
find a^reasonable reply to his own query 
He deals very much in conjecture. Where 
he has not facts to reason from, he must 
necessarily guess, and liow near his guesses, 
and the guessea of other learned men, come 
±0 tho truth no one living can tell. 

Tho reviewer reminds his readers that tho 
continuance of man upon the uui'th depends 
upon a good many things. Reasoning from 
what has been, he argues that man must 
in course of time necessarily disappear from 
the face of the earth. Other creatures 
which onee lived on it and occupied a large 
part of its surface, are now extinct. The 
whole species has gone out of existence ; 
and this may happen to man long before the 
earth has become cold and dead and incapa- 
ble of sustaining life. The human race bus 
many enemies, the most formidable of them 
so sniall as to be invisible by tho naked eye. 
The microbes or bacilli or bacteria, or by 
whatever name they may be called, which 
are the cause of so many deadly diseases, 
may some time sweep the whole human 
ianiily off the face of the earth. A kind of 
bacillus ten tho'.isand times more deadly 
than that which produces the influenza or 
llie cholera maj- make its appearance and 
defy tho skill of man to slay its ravages. 
Then the earth n]ay be stricken with liarrcn- 
nesa. Insects or fungi may destroy all food 
plants and then maskind must necessarily 
fStarve to death. 

But if man by his intelligence can stay 
■the progress of disease, and if he escapes 
Ihe fate of extinct animals, the time is 
surely coming Tvhen the earth can no longer 
be his habitation or that of any other living 
tiling. Life on this earth depends upon tlie 
heat and tho energy it derives from the sun. 
Sir Robert Ball and other scientists tell ua 
that the sun is consuming its own substance, 
and like all other fires, great as well ua 
small, it niu.st, if not .supplied witli 
fresh fuel, burn out. How the aun 
has kept on burning through the 
countless ages of its exiateuce, and whence 
it derives its energy Sir Robert does not 
seem to know. He admits that the earth 
produced the same plants in the same places 
two thousand years ago as it docs now. 
The vine and the olive tree grew in Italy 
and Asia Minor more llian two thousand 
years ago, and the aun gives out heat enough 
still to enable those plants to grow 
1 uxuriuntly in those countries. Ho meets 
this objection by saying that even two 
th&usand years is so short a period com- 
pared with the life of the sun, that iiny 
change that might take place in that time 
would be 80 small as to be imperceptible. 
Sir Robert also admits that as tlio sun 
burns away like othnr consuming bodies it 
must get smaller. But there has been no 
appreciable difference in the size of the sum 
within tho period of history. It is when he 
comes to discourse about the way in which 
the sun is burning, and about how it is sup- 
plied with fuel, that his want of infonnalion 
appears. It is then that ho begins to guess. 

But if wo arc to believe the soientists 
there is no guessing about the matter. If 
they are chary of their facts they ore 
liberal enough with their figures. Thoy 
toll us that tho sun started with a supply of 
heut to lust 18,000,000 of years at tho pres- 
ent rate of radiation, tliat it has already 
used four-fiftha of its supply and 
that consecjuciilly there is only enougli 
loft to lost four or five millions of years 
longer. 

This, then, is to bo the fate of tho human 



''TEAT LITTLE SPOT." 

Does it not seem singular that part of a 
little island off tho west coast of Europe, 
that looks almost insignifieant on the map, 
has given a language to m ore than a hun- 
dred irdllionsof people, and a language, too, 
which ia now eullivated by all the civilized 
nations of tho world? Tho language of 
England is spoken by forty millions on the 
British Islands, by sixty millions in the 
United States, by five millions in Canada, 
by four millions in Australia, and by about'a 
million in South Africa. In these couutrios 
Knglish ia tlieir ntilional language — tlie lan- 
guage of their buainusa, of their laws, and 
of their literature. It is, besides, taught in 
the schools of many other nations. Neither 
the German nor the Russian, nor the 
Frenchmen, nor the Italian, is considered 
educated if he does not understand the 
English language. In India millions are 
obliged to learn English in order to be able 
to do their busiuess. lu China merchants 
study English, and in Japan it 
appears as if it were deS' 
tined to become the language both 
of business and literature. Jt is supersed- 
ing French as the language of diplomacy, 
and as the medium of communication be- 
tween men of different nations. They may 
not know each other's language but they all 
have learned English. 

What English is now is nothing to what 
it will bo not many years hence when the 
United States are fully peopled, when Cau- 
»da has become a great nation, and when 
the coiiinioiiwoaltha of Australia an<l South 
Africa hare arrived at something like their 
full growth. It is safe to say that En- 
glish will then bo the language of business 
men of all nations and that it will be as im- 
portant for a man who does not belong to an 
English-speaking community to learn En- 
glish as it will be to study his mother 
tongue. 

There nmat be some great quality in tho 
people who give not only a iauguage but 
free governmental institutions to the whole 
world. What is it t 



VIRTUOUS INDIGNATION. 

The New York World says: "The 
avowed intention of France to enforce its 
rights against Dahomey, and the claim of 
(ircat Britain to a free right of way through 
the territory of tho Zebus, may serve to 
attract attention to tlie moat colossal and 
shameless land-grab in history." Tho 
World appears to forget that there is any 
such continent as America. In its indigna- 
tion against what the English and French 
are doing in Africa, it has lost sight of what 
tbe Knglish, the Fronoh, the .Spanish, the 
Portu^^ueae and the Dutch did in America. 
It ia amusing to see a New York journalist 
denouncing the proposed partition of Africa 
between the English, French, Germans and 
Italians aa tho moat colossal laud-grab in 
history, when he and liia fellow-citizens are 
beneuttiug by an actual lauJ-gi ab of equally 
colossal proportions. 

Tho strong and civilized nations of tlio 
earth in tliia century have quite as good a 
rigtil to take possession of Africa as the 
strong and civilized nations of a previous 
century had to appropriate America North 
and South and divide it between them. Will 
the Worlii say that tlie land - grab of 
the Fifteenth, and immediately succeding 
centuries was anyiless selfish than tbe land- 
grab of the Nineteenth Century ? Would 
not this sentence, which wo take from tho 
World's article, altering but two words, 
apply to the appropriation of tho American 
Continent : 

' Not ono of them has a right to a foot of 
tertitory in America under the law of 
nations or any other law than tho law of 

land i>iraey. Any pretense of religion or 
philanthrophy, la the motive of their 
usurpation, ia mere hypocrisy. Thoy aro 
there from selfish and business motives, 
and their conllieta with the natives repres- 
ent their method of enforcing their 
interests." 

Is there any ono in America who will eay 
that tlio human race has not been benefitted 
by this colossal land-grab 'i Who ia bold 
enough to say that tho world would bo as 
good a plaes to live in as it is if Columbus 
had never discovered America, or if, having 
discovered it, the nations of Europe left tho 
Indians in quiet possession of the whole con- 
tinent? It is all very nice and amiable 
to sentimontalizo and to find fault 
with the men who are taking posaession of 
new lands peopled by barbarous tribea, but 
tho truth seems to be thab' thoy are, whe- 
ther consciously or nnconsciously, obeying 
a law that is hot to be resisted. The whole 
earth is needed for tho aUHtenance of its 
inhabitanta. Man cmiiiot all'ord to allow 
any part of it to rciiiain idle and unpro- 
ductive. The intelligent and energetic 
races, whatever may bo their abstract 
rights, \y ill. take poBseasion. of the regions 
iiihahitod by the 'ignorant and ' indolent 
peoples, and use them for their own pur- 
poses. Thoy have done this with America 
and Australasia, and thoy aro doing it 



with Africa. And when ono of the land- 
grabbing race, prospering on land which 
has been grabbed, becomes virtuoualy in- 
dignant at tho land-grabbing which is still 
going on, his inconsistency and self-right- 
eousness provoke a smile. > . .,' .. 

EmTQMiAL COMMENT. 

Many are under the 'impression that 
Robert McGroevy has been sentenced to one 
year's imprisonment for the part he took in 

tho lioodling tranaactioiia connected with 
tlie riiblio Works Deparliiient. Hut this is 
not tho case. He was tried for conspiracy 
to defraud . his one time partner Michael 
Connolly. It will be remembered that 
Connolly stated in his evidence that he and 
his partner 0. E. Murphy amused them- 
selves ono day by writing out notea-of-hand 
for large amounts. Due of tlieae for four 
hundred thousand dollars was drawn liy 
Connolly in Murphy's favor. I\lurpliy, in- 
stead of tearing up the note, quietly put 
it in bis pocket, and after he and\the Con- 
nollys quarrelled he transferred tho note to 
Robert iMcGreovy, who attempted to collect 
it. It was for this conspiracy that bo was 
tried, convieted and sentenced to a year's 
imprisonment. Murphy, being inoi-e crufly, 
left for parts unknown, and consequently 
escaped tbe fate that overtook bis fellow- 
apirator— and most likely dupo — Robert 
McOreev}'.

THE TRUTH A BOUT IT. 

Collector Mlino Clears Up a Matter of Spite 
and Jealousy Against Vlctori.a. 

The Vancouver News-Advertiser of Fri- 
day, in a double-jointed report of the 
arrival of the barque Ursa Minor at New- 
Westminster, written up by the -combined 
efforts of two reporters from the Colundjian 
and that piper, contains the following para- 
graph : 

"The barque put into Esquimalt for 
orders, and thereby liaugs a tale. The Vic- 
toria authorities, possibly within the 
"letter" of nautical law, provided always 
the vessel lay in port for 24 hours, while 
quite foreign to custom, inaiated that she 
should enter there, wliicli the master, at 
considerable piir.HOnal iuciinvcnienoc, did, 
though only in port a few hours. The cap- 
tain avers that tills was tlie lirst time in an 
experience of -10 years tliat he has ever 
been compelled to piy consular fees in a 
port where he simply called for orders, and 
neither dischargf:d nor took on cargo. It is 
in this manner (an cst iblislietl discriuiinal- 
ing custom) that tlie port of Victoria gct.s 
credit, in the annual shipping returns, for 
the inward entry of vessels chartered for 
mainland ports." 

A CoLONLST representative visited Col- 
lector Milne, yesterday afternoon, and 
showed him the above paragraph. The 
Collector, needless to say, treated it us 
hardly worth considering, hut e.vpressed 
himself as annoyed ut such stupid state- 
ments from people that should know better. 
He said : " Several years aco the Marine 
Department issued instructions that all 
' vessels entering Esquimatt harbor should be 
. compelled to enter and clear, and at the 
same time pay harbor dues. It is not com- 
pulsory for vessels to enter. We don't 
stand at the heads and entice them in. 
They are quite at liberty to anchor in 
Royal Roads at any time and come ashore 
for orders or to use the telegraph wires, 'i'his 
is very frciiuently done. Jn the case of the 
Ursa Minor and llie Fretzne, a sister vessel, 
both Norwegian, all the circumstances were 
strongly ill favor of them coming into the 
harbor. The consul for Sweden and Nor- 
way, Mr. Robert Ward, is tlu: only gentle- 
man in British Columbia who holds that oOiee, 
and besides, I understand Ilia firm was the 
charterer of both vcs.sels. What was more 
natural than that the captains of the barques 
should wish lo call on their consul? The 
Freztoo sailed into l-^aijuimalt harbor and 
circled round, thinking, I suppose, that if 
she didn't let go anchor she could not be 
compelled to enter and clear. However, 
our law distinctly states that any ship that 
passes the limits of the harbor is .liable 
whether slie anchor or nob. Therefore I 
compelled her captain to let go. 

"Besidesi-anotner point about this is that 
from' the minute a vessel passes the harbor 
limits she can only be taken out by a Brit- 
ish tug. The result of this rule was that 
the Fretzoo had to employ a British tug to 
take hor from hero to Chomainus, which I 
tliink was perfectly fair and just to all con- 
cerned. Both the Freztoo and the Ursa 
Minor would have been perfectly at liberty 
to have stayed in Boyal Roads and sent 



ashore for orders, without being compelled 
to enter or clf»\r at all. Having come to 
harbor limits, however, they had to do as 
the law directs. That is all there is 
about it." 



THAT IlUSSOPillLE WHITER. 

To THE BniToit, — I read an article in 
your contemporary o£ yesterday, on the 
"Jewish iminigranta." The writer wishes 
to make it apparent that the Russian Jew 
is not suitable us a worker. Ho goes on to 
remark that "they cannot '.work with their 
hands and earn their bread by the sweat pf 
their brows." This is not true, as Jews in 
countries where they are allowed to work, 
do work, and very hard. The writer of the 
matter referred to, has oe'rtainiy not written 
in on impartial spirit; as, notwitbstinding 
all his avowals to the contrary, he betrays a 
great deal of that feeling whioh my unhappy 
and persecuted co-relipjioDistB have bad' to 
contend M-ith for centuries — an animus, 
which leads to misrepresentation und conse- 
quent injustioe. I'-do not claim for the 
Russian Jew tUl the cardinal virtues, but ho 
is sober, moral and will work if a chance be 
given him, to earn an honest livelihood' for 
his family. Could any one expect more of 
a people who arc ground down by every 
species of opprcsbiou in a country in which 
the critic seems so much to admire? 
This Bussopliilo hardly allows a day 
to pass without some apologetic re- 
marks for tliis barbarous people, or 
nomo words of prai..'- V.i lii-haU ot tlieir kiiul- 
hearted (?) Cz ir. The ci > ilized world cannot 
be iiillueiiced by what llie .ilavi-s of the Bo- 
niaiioll's think ; anil, furtbenimrc. it isscaii- 
d iliz (i by the cruel oppression of the Israel- 
ite.s by llie hcartle.is monslerH of the North. 
Til.-. \sTil(;r in your cont iMiporury scrnis to 
he in thorciinh accord M itli the liussiau ami 
his ways, and jierhaps secretly rcjoicia at 
any cruelties inflicted on a much maligned 
and down-trodden race ; and now he pre- 
sents us with a bugbear in the fi :ir of what 
a handful— about UlU— of willing ,luw.s 
might do turned loose upon the virgin soil 
of the Northwest. If he were a hireil agent 
of Russia, he could say no more in favor of 
that country than he has done, nor could 
he show ho was inconsistent with its general 
policy of oppression on the Hebrews. As 
un apologist for Russia be is often heard 
from, but I have yet to read of him saying 
a word on behalf of suffering humanity, 
where the victims are Hebrews hounded to 
death. One could hardly expect such rank 
partizanship as shown by this writer, unless 
ho were one of Russia's hired merconarius.

YANKKE SCARE. 

Talk of II. H. Kstabllshments near Lake Cham- 
plain iiiul on ruget Soundv • 

San FiiANUisco, April 30.— The Buiietinr 
this oveniug, says: > " Tho Government pro- 
poses to establish two new military posts, 
one at Rouao's Point, at tho foot of Like 
Cliatnplain, and the otheo probably on 
lX<?ot Sound. Tlie military authorities be- 
lieve that in case of war with Kngland the 
first attack would be somewhero in tho 
neighborhood of Lake Champlain. Tliat 
has been tlic military route between Canada 
and this country sinco the early colonial 
days. The French and Indians used it for 
their raids on the Now York and New Eng- 
land frontier settlements. Tioonderoga and 
Crown point, on the upper part of the lake, 
were their advance posts. General Bur- 
goyne uttempted an invasion by that line 
dining tho revolution, and Sir Georgo 
I'rcvost in tho war of 1812. A 
post at 'Rouse's Point, with all 
the necessary facilities for tho concen- 
tration and distrilnitioii of troops would bo 
useful for defence; hut it would 1)Q still 
more usotui for attack. It is hardly to be 
supposed tliat thu United .States wt^iild 
at.iiul on the defensive on it.s , Xortlunn 
frontier. A post soniowliero on I'uget Sound 
woiiUl be ((jually useful. It would beiiuiek 
work, with tho proper facilities, to isolate 
Hritiah Coluiiiliia from till! rest of the Do- 
minion. It waa tlio mistake of the nation's 
iifetitiio to give u|) our contention for the 
lino of "jI degrees, 10 minutes. Some time, 
and somehow, it will have to ho repaired, 
presuiiidhly l)y peaceful means. Hut for 
tliat mistake, the Chinese iimstion would 
now be nearly settled, instead of gettiim 
another ten years' lease of life. On general 
principles, a trowing maritime frontier coni- 
lounity like Pugot Sound should have a 
military post. "

Attack on Wells, Fargro's Stage— A 
Lady Killed, aud the Driver 
"Wounded. 



The Hierliwayman Escapes, But Soes 
Not iSecnre the Booty He 
Coveted. 



S.\N' Am)Iii;.\s, Cal., April 20. — To-day ono 
of the most daring attempts at stage rob- 
bery, in the history of the .State, waa made 
by a man, who ap(ieared to he alone. The 
stage running between San Andreas and tho 
Sheep Ranch mine in this State was the one 
selected for operating upon, as it had a 
large amount of treasure on board. 
As it approached the robber, who 
was armed with a ahot-gun and 
stood behind a tree, tired, wounding 
the driver, who will most probably die, antl 
fatally injuring Miss Roderaino, the only 
passenger, who died a few hours afterwards. 
A fierce figiit took place between the robber 
and the express messenger, resulting in the 
former being forced to run, without his ex- 
pected booty. A posao of men is in ]iursuit 
of the miscreant, with every hope of captur- 
ing hini. In talking about the tragedy one 
of Wells Fargo k Co. 'a 'dttectivea, .said : 
" Thia is the first time that the Sheep 
Ranch stage baa been held up, the object 
probably being tho money destined for 
Haggins ranch. It is the worst attempt at 
stage robbery that has occurred for years 
on account of the loss of life. Tho 
robber must have become demoralized 
and fired before he knew what 
he was doing. If the people of Calaveras 
county catcil him, the consequences inny bo 
serious. The 8ic;ht of that dead young 
woman's body must have enraged the 
people, and the robber may get a short 
shrift wdieii he is caught.

The 
people in Wells, Fat go & Co's building were 
very much cxeili'd over the news, and the 
wires were kept hot with telcgraiia. \\'lieii 
the telegrams did begin to come in they did 
not give any detailed particulars. 

Mias Rodcrsino was •well-known in San 
Andres, and was on iter way to visit some 
friends who are employed on Haggins' 
ranch. Mike Tovey is one of the bravest 
of Wells Fargo's messengers. His arm 
aeenis to bo his only inerablo part. This 
makes the third time ao has been shot in 
that member in ten years. His most 
noted exploit was a midnight duel 
ho fought in ISSl with Jones and .Sharp, 
two professional .stage robljora, on ihe Car- 
aon and liodie road. I'ho a^i.iil bad stopped 
the stage, and Tovey, standing beliind the 
front wheel of tho coach, met their attack. 
Jones was killed, and .Sharp coiitinucil the 
volley until he sliol Tovey in the arm.

Sharp subscipieiitly returned uiid roblied the 
stage. Sharp was located by docunients 
found on tlio body of Jones, and waa 
captured in hia lodgings in thia city us ho 
was returning from hts stage robbing ex- 
pedition. Ho afterwards served for this 
crime In tho Carson penitentiary a couple .of 
years ago. Tovey had trouble with Bill 
Withrow, another Wells Furgo messenger 
at Candelnria,. Nevada. Withrow shot at 
him, and his arm again received tho charge.

Proclamation of tlio Agreement En- 
tered Into Hetweeu Great Eritaiu 
aud the U. S. 



The Operation of Its Koatrictiong 
B.xteuded to tlio End of 
Oetober, 115'J3. 



The following is tho text of the treaty en- 
tered into between the Government of Great 
Britain ond the United States,' as published 
in the Canada Gazette : 

Whereas an agreement for a modus vivendi 
between our Goverunient and tho Govern- 
ment of tho United States in re- 
lation to tho Fur Seid Fisheries 
in Bohring Sea, was concluded on the 
fifteenth day of Juno, in the year of Our 
Lord one thousand eight hundred and 
ninety-one, ou tho following terms, that is 
to say : — 

"Agreement between the Govern- 
ment of Her Britannic Majesty and 
the Government of tho United States 
for a modin riraiili in relation to tho 
Fur Seal Fisheries in liehring Sea, — 

" For the purpose of avoiding irritating 
differences, and with ii view to promote the 
friendly settlement of tho questions pend- 
ing between the two Governments touoliing 
their respective rights in liehring Soii, and 
for the preservation of the Seal siieciea, thu 
following agreement is mado without pre- 
judice to tho rigbla or claims of either 
party :— 

"(t.) Her Miijeaty'a Government will 
prohildl, until .May" next, siial killing in 
that part of Beliriiig .Se.i lying eastward of 
the line of dumarcation described iu article 
No. 1 of tho Treaty of 1807, between the 
United States and Russia, and will 
promptly use ita beat cftbrts to ensure tho 
observance of thia prohibition by British 
subjects and vessels ; 

"(•J.) T'lie United .States Government 
will prohibit seal killing for tho same 
perioii in the same part ot liehring Sea and 
on tlio shoiea and islands thereof, the pro- 
perly of tho United Stales (in exccsi of 
7,i)UU to be taken on tlie ishuida for the sub- 
sistence and care of the natives), and will 
promptly use its best tH'.irt-i to ensure tho 
observance of this prohibition by United 
States citizens and vessels ; 

" Every vessel or person oflending 
against this prohibition in the said waters 
ot liehring Sea, outside of the ordinary 
territorial limits of tho United .States, may 
bu .seized and detained by the naval or other 
duly commissioned officers of either of the 
High Contrhcting Parties, but they aliall 
be liaudi-d over as soon as practicable to the 
uuthorities of the nation to which they re- 
apcctively beloni;^ who shall alone have 
jiiriadiotion to try the offence and inipoao 
the penalties for the same. The witnesses 
and proofs necessary to establish the ofTeuce 
shall also he sent with them; 

"(4 ) In order to facilitate such proper in- 
((uiric-a as Her Majesty's Government may 
desire to make, with iv view to the presen- 
tation of the caso cf that Governinenl be- 
fore arbitratora, and in expectation that an 
agreement for a bitration may be arrived at, 
it is agreed that auitable persona designated 
by Great Britain will be permitted at any 
time, upon application, to visit or to remain 
upon the seal ialanda during the present 
sealing season for that purpose.

And whereas an nirangenient has juat 
been conclu(k!d between our Coverumeut 
and tho Government of tho United States 
for the continuation until the thirty-first 
day of October, in tho year of 
Our Lord one thousand eight hun- 
dred and ninety-three of the said 
agreement and of tiie provisions therein 
made for the prohibiting of tho said killing 
in liehring Sea, as therein described, — 

Now, Know Yk, that we have by this 
our Royal Proolaination caused tho said 
ngreement and the arrungement continuing 
tho same to be made public, to that end 
that the same and every part thereof may 
be observed and fulliiled with good faith by 
all our loving subjects,

ernor-i iencrul and Hon. J. C. Patterson,

^VASIII^■(:TON, 1). C, April .'(0. — Tho con- 
ference coiiiiiiittee on the Chinese bill met 
ag un, this morning. It was agreed to deny 
bail to Chinese in habeas eorjui.i proceed- 
ings. A Chinaman convicted of being uii- 
lawlully within the United States mny, 
upon conviction, ba imprisoned for ono 
year and afterwards deported to China, and 
a Cliiucso inereliant be dcliued us a Chinese 
person engaged in forr:gn trade. Mr. 
Dolpli siibn.itted his ta-iii of registration 
cei tilicatcs of residence to Chinese laborera 
in, this country, but not to resident 
mercliiiuls. .Mr. Dolpli would not agree to 
this last. .Seiiulor Sheriiiaii waa adverse to 
the issuance of any registration certilicate 
whatever, but a.iid that if Messrs. Dolph 
and Morgan, his .Semite confreres, desireil 
the cei'tilicatLs he Wuuld ollVr no oppo.aitioii. 
Under sucli registration, whenever a sus- 
pected Chinaman is arrested he shall pro- 
duce his Cliinese laborers' certilicate of 
residence. If he has it not, and cannot 
prove that ho belongs to the merchant's or 
other jirivileged claaa, liu may bo 
convicted and iniprisoued for one year, 
aud afterward transported to China. Mr. 
(leary labored with Mr. Dolph for a con- 
siderable time in endeavoring to i»ain bis 
consent to a certificate of registration for 
all tho Chinese now within tho United 
States, including laborers, merchanla, 
teachers uml t ravellers; but he would not 
agree to it. It ia probable that tho pro- 
vision will bo incorporated into the om- 
mittoe report, although this is not finally 
settled.

In Philadelpliia as a Wanted 
Criminal. 

The Arizona Kicker's Fuuuy Experi- 
ences— Tbe Worst Kind of a Pan- 
tbor to Meet.

If 1 ahouUl visit dtiteotivo hondqiiax'tcra 
in tho city hall in Philadolphiii to-mor- 
row I know exactly what sort of a groot- 
ing I'd receive. The'boys would all jump 
4som their ehivirs and yell out : 

" i^-h-h-h 1 Tlie old man Bender como 
'to give himself oip 1" 

■Tiien l'd be taken down, locked uj) for 
• half a day and liiially released with a 
■groat deal of growling because they 
couldn't prove it on inc. 

I used to go to riiiladel[)liia sovoral 
times a j'cai' to collect some mono}' ^oraii 
or]>han. She was a real nioo orphan, but 
I had to pass the huainess over to other 
hands. 'J'hoy u'ot so they arrested me 
ever}' time 1 shou eil u|), and their eternal 
vigilance linally uiado nio lirod. 

On the oecasii.n of my first arrest I liad 
landed in Camden. As I boarded the 
ferryboat I noticed a stranger eying me 
attentively, and then consulting a printed 
])ostal card. By tho time thobof.t landed 
at the foot of Market street ho was satis- 
fied, and he approached me and said • 

" No nonsunso now, Mr. White ! I 
want. you to go up to headquarters 1" 

I went with hini. llo was tickled all 
over. He was sure ho had a Pennsyl- 
vania embezzler, for whom a reward of 
§250 was offered. I didn't -want to .dnsh 
his hopes, and so didn't say anything un- 
til Uikon hefore the chief of police. That 
was si.x hours after niy arrest, as he was 
out cif town. I npent the interval in a 
cell, and the cow thief in the adjoining 
box kindly advised nie to keep niy mouth 
■ ahiib and do no squealiug. They had to 
turn me loose. They did it grudgingly 
and with a hint that I ought to bo hold 
ifor a week as a suspicious character. 

A mouth later, as I entered tiic city by 
railroad, and just as I was leaving tho big 
depot, a gentleni.ui linked his arm in 
mine in an atloctionato way and said : 

"Now, then, step right over with me 
to see the chief ! I've been looking for 
you for a long time 1" 

" Haven't made any mistake about it, 
have you ?" 1 asked. 

"Not if the court knows herself ! We 
are on to your little game, and I'vo been 
expecting you for the last fortnight !" 

There isn't any use in kicking and be- 
ing disagreeable when a man has been ex- 
pecting you OS long as that. 
; I tried to be cheerful as we walked 
along. I dVen joked with him, but he 
■was no joker. Ho said I might tickle a 
county constable with some of my old 
chestnuts, but it was useless to try them 
on him. When wo got to hoadciuarters 
the chief was out.

to a stylo o£ lyric entertainment in ■wlncli 
tlie personality and talent of tho singer 
wcre-everytliiuy and tho composer and his 
work nothing, 

Patti is tho last of the great prima Uon- 
nas wlio dared to obtrude her pei-soaul 
cl.iiins.at all timos. 'She did it more de- 
iiautly thi.-n any of her predecessors, ond 
more accoiitably than any of her contem- 
poraries. 

She had become a world's -Nvonrlor and 

llic conscionsnrsn Miat tbe public went l(j 
see and lic;n- her .and not to see or iicar lh(! 
worli. to \vliicli she was crilic.'illy rel;itcd 
made her imperious, iiuiepeiident and de- 
fiant. 

I never lieard .■^o perfect a vocalist. I 
never saw so carclc.-^.-i an impersonator. .She 
.seemed to liavc' given all her life .-oul I'acul- 
ties to tbe preservation oC her voici; .and ap- 
pearance. .She never ^;rew eareh'.ss in her 
singin.L;. Jiut slie outgrew all desire to he 
the i)ersoii ri'i)resented. Time never suc- 
cecdeil in betraying tbe worn tindjcrofber 
upper IK ite.s. Slie b.'id accjiiired the art of 
coiiee.alment and lost tbe art of portrayal. 
Tliere was not a feminine Kraeu or jirclty 
Kirlisb device of manner that wits not worn 
as cogently at Jifty lus at lifteon, nnd sho 
has been content to remain to tho last the 
regnant Patti, while all tho characters of 
tho old Italian opera that she impersonated 
have passed Into o'bUvion, 

I saw her at tho finish of the season in 
Doni/.etti'.s "Lucia," once favorite opwa 
no less on account of its delicious melodies 
and its magnificent sextet tlian on account 
of its simple, inlelli.Ldlde and tonclihig love 
story. I never anywhere saw a perform- 
ance in which tbe composer .and bis work 
wen.' so inimitaldy shoved into tbe b.'ick- 
(.rround by tlie iiersdiialit y of a .singer. 
She tre.'ited IIk^ story witli a dcli(.'ioii.s con- 
tempt, and it -was acci'pted only as nn ex- 
cuse for Mine. Patti to dime on ;it inter- 
vals and sin.ig for the audience at tbe 
footlights and co<iuelle with them in her 
own nna[>proaebable style. 

The inle!.;rity and illusion of the opera 
wore broken into by .a regulation way of 
skipping; down at the proper times to ilo 
her iiriiLS and then skipping off. The rest 
of tlie company trying to fill in tho inter- 
regnums as best they might. 

The audience treated tlio afFair as a re- 
ception of Patti's. It tised every- plandi- 
tory device known fio an audience to keep 
her at tho footlights, where it could carry 
on the'flirtation' TCgardlKsjDf tht^j^^^ or 
the (iiiseTiible^ It asked ITc'r to sing ■•'lloiiie, 
Gweet Homo" 'wliilo Kdgartlo was waiting 
to break his heart, and sho sang it, al- 
tlioiif^h it li.xs no more place in tho opera 
tli:in "Tlie .Star Spangled liamier." 

It p.issed lliiwc-rs up to her continually, 
intoxicated with (leli,L;lit at !ier girlish a»- 
tonishiiieiit and spunlaneoiis joy at receiv- 
ing them. P.-itti must have accepted llow- 
ers enough in her life! inio to make an orili- 
nary (;areer one jierpelu.il decoration day. 
Id is .a .striking evidenci: of her unimpaired 
f;icultiivs that .she still chips her bands and 
slieda tears and has a heavenly little thrill 
at the sight of a bunch of ro.ses, and al- 
though herro(jin at the hotel niay be stored 
10 tho ceiliii.i,' with bouquets, she goes 
through the Kwiie gamut of spontaneity at 
every additional bud. 

Some variation was made on this occa- 
sion, however, for a live puppy was handed 
over the footlights >vith other things. Thi.s 
eiiisode was of more interest thonanythinK 
in the opera, and it furnislied a little com- 
edy scene of more spontaneity and ki.s-sc.s. 

Vicweti fr(»m any composer'H .standpoint 
Patt i is a divine impcrtineiua', and none 
of them, with tbe siiiLjle I'.xceiilioo of Ko.s- 
sini, lies (juiet in bis graven -wlien she is 
sin.i;iii.g his <ipera. ];o.ssini alone is con- 
tent, for tbe K(jsiiia of his "Barber" is so 
conceived tli;il she appears to be only 
g.'i the ring bouqnet,s. 

A very si.miilicaiit i ncident occurred here 
l.-ist wt'ck. (.'oniic ojn'ra iiiaiia,L,'ers are 
now |Mit to tlieir wit's end to ilevise new 
and .startling costumes for llio chorus, 
wliieh is always tbe imiiort.-int thing in 
comic opera. No one any longer goes to 
bear music in this form of entertainment, 
lie goes to see what the manager will do 
witli the girls. 

Somebody struck a new idea in the 
"Child of Fortune,"nnd it was todressthc 
girls oa Scotch laddies, n. proceeding which 
implied in Its correct ncss some small por- 
tion of nn nbsohitely bare leg. 

Tbeoiieni i.s tolie produced at the Cjusino, 
and it evident ly occurred to the, niaiiaKc- 
nient to ni.aki' the most of the .S-ol.(di eiis- 
tiuiie feature, so to liegin witli tlie jiajiers 
brok(! out the other day witli the .aiiiionnee- 
iiieiit that the girls .at the Casino were in a 
state of revolt at tbe proposition In e.xliiliit 
two iiii-he-s of bant leg, but 1 bat, so far as 
could bo learned from the iiiaii;i;,'ement , 
tbey would have to succunil) to tlie .Scotch 
reguhitions.

The piece can never take rank among 
worthy dramas, for its theme or Its litera- 
ture.

Trimmings and Garnitures for Young 
l.ailies-Sonie Hints for tlio 
Coming- Season. 



Ncv'or boforo wore so many beautiful 
woollens oll'ered for spring and summer 
gowns. Indeed ono is at a loss to know 
just whore to coinmonco to describe them, 
that the reader may obtain, an adequate 
idea of their variety as well as- of their 
beauty. Prettier offeots tlian ever aro 
produced in the.oropons. Most eccentric 
patterns aro presented in some of the 
new weaves, and it is said that these do- 
vices are copied from old wond carvings. 
Striped crepoiis aro very eU'ectivo. White 
stripes aro woven on drab, navy-blue, 
mode, and russet grounds ; and the goods 
make very pretty church and walking 
costumes. 

Ono of tho most stylish of Bedford 
cords presents ombre stripes, that is, 
stripes woven in several shades of the 
ground color. Thus, on a inodo ground 
the stripes aro shaded from deop-ereain 
to dark-brown, a lioliotrupo backgnmnd 
is imirked v. ith stripes that range from 
faintest lavender to a decided purple, and 
a sage-green surfiicc displays stripes in 
which sovoral shades of green are united. 
Tho lighter ground colors, such as liolio- 
tropo iind sage, aro merely tinted, and 
the ell'cct is really charming. Yery little 
garniture is reipiired on gowns developed 
in these ornamental fabrics. 

Tweeds and lioinospuiis aro as smooth 
as it is possible for such materials to bo. 
To be sure, littlo knots and loops appear 
on the surface, but they no longer stand 
out from the goods as heretofore. Some 
of the mixed tweeds seem rough, but are 
in reality very smooth to the touch. 
These aro mostly woven in invisible 
shades and stripes. 

Challis do crepe is a now fabric of ex- 
quisitely delicate texture. It is really a 

crcjxiii of light weight printed with flow- 
ers in their natural colors. Purpjle chry- 
santhemums are printed upon a rich 
cream ground, tiny green blo.saonis on 
pale-green, purple pansios on white, and 
gray and pink llowers on a delicate shade 
of green. In some instances tho flowers 
are detached, in ethers tlioy aro formed 
into vines, and in still others bunches of 
Clio, dainty blossoms aro seen. Toilettes 
for sea shore and country dances, garden 
parties and other outdoor functions may 
be fiishicned froni this fine material. 

Other cliallies display the naost exquis- 
ite colorings, crocuses, rbso-buds, oarna- 
tioiiB, and numerous other garden and 
tiold Dowers being represented in natural, 
and fancy tintings on white, black, and 
colored grounds. A navy-blue challis, 
brightened with pale-pink apple blossoms 
and their foliage will develop a stylish 
street costumes, ^Satin-striped cliallies 
are verj' dressy, being shown in both 
light and dork colors, figured with sprays 
and vines and striped with satin. 

Dots, checks, flowers and numerous 
other devices aro woven in the new ging- 
hams, which show such dainty colers as 
canary, pea-green, holiotropo, pale blue 
and pink. 

Tho cotton Bedfords aro receiving a 
largo share of well-niurited admiration. 
Their colors arc fast and their texture is 
durable and very dressy-hjoking. A 
creamy white ground is handsomely illu- 
minated with gvld satin stripes, and an- 
(jther of similar tinting shows pale-blue 
satin stripes. 

A very dainty morning toilette for shop- 
ping or general wear is made of a sago- 
green and white Bedford. The hell skirt 
lias the regulation fan back and is just 
long enough to escape the ground. Tho 
bodice is in surplice style. Tlio back is 
gathered at each side of the centre at the 
waist-liiie, tho fulness spreading becom- 
ingly above. Full surplico-fronts are 
m.ado over lifted fronts that are turned 
away at 'Jie neck, the surplices being 
crossed over tho bust .and the edges trini- 
ined with iiarnnv embroidery doiio in 
sage-green and white. The sleeves aro 
full and high at the top, and a pointed 
culf is delined on each with embroidery. 
A belt of sage-green moiro ribbon is worn 
about the waist. 

A very pretty homo dress is of soft taii- 
col. red idiiib^ hroided ■with electric- blue; 
the skirt is scalloped and piped with 
electric-blue faille; the paniers aro also 
sc,'dlo|)ed; the pointed yoke and corselet 
aro of faille; tight sleeves of cloth, with 
over-sleeves of the same, finished with a 
band of faille. 

Toilettes for .'it-hoino receptions aro 
light-colored this spring. They are high- 
necked, of courso, but othorwiao have 
\ ei'y much the appoaranco of evening 
drosses. Plain or striped silks', in light 
shades of gray, blue, and inauvo are 
worn on such occasions, with very little 
trimming; just a ruche or frillint: round 
tho slightly trained fourreau skirt, and 
ribbons or galloons on the bodice. 

The Russian blouse of black or wliito 
laco is worn for .afternoon at-homes and 
live-o'clock teas, and is useful for fresh- 
ening up a silk dress of a former season. 
The silk dross is bereft of all trimmings 
and made quite i^lain, excepting, perhaps, 
some ornament round the foot of the 
skirt. The blouso is gathered on to a 
small round ytdce, and conies about half- 
way down the skirt: it is fitted round tho 
waist by a bolt, oithor a Kusaian jewelled 
belt or a plain ribbed one.

Tho following is a very pretty simi)!o 
model for ift' little girl's frock: Full 
skirt, with a iiuinber of small tucks round 
the foot — seven or nine. Tlio blouso 
bodice has a small, round yoke oiitircly 
composed of narrow gatherings, and is 
finished with a ruche, There* are throe 



gatherings also round the waist. A rib- 
bon is run through the under one and 
tied into a bow at the back. Tho sleeves 
are full to the elbow, and gathered from 
elbow to wrist. 

Another model has a blouse-bodice 
confined round the waist with a bolt, and 
continued into a round basque, edged , 
with galloon. The skirt is trimmed round 
the foot with a number of rows ' of the 
galloon, which is very narrow. 

Littlo girls wear capes of tho same 
material as tho dress, trimmed all round 
with a frilling, 'or merely'pub'" on with . a 
heading. 

Tho short cape and jacket aro the 
favorite modola for spring mantles. The 
long uiantlu is worn only for. travelling 
or neglige dress in the mornings,' :%alks 

in tho country, and so on. 

Tho IMorcodos jacket is a now modifi- 
cation of the well-known Figaro or 
Spanish jaeket. It is short, open, and 
rounded in front, and has no sleeves. 
It is made of black lace, passementerie, 
or braidings, or again, of embroidered 
silk or cashiuero, and is worn ovor the 
plain bodice of tho fourreau dress, giving:,:, 
it more elegance and style. ' 

lackets, however, aro made with deep 
added-on basques, slit oi)eii at tho back 
and siuo, so as to show the silk lining. 
I'liey are also open in front, with long- 
overs tapering down to tho edge of tho 
ba.sque. 

In hats the large capeline of Leghorn 
straw is a favorite model. Tho chief 
novelty about it is that it is now Avorn 
with wide ribbon strings, generally light- 
colored, tied in front. 

Another bat with very protruding brim 
ery much resembles, ■\vhen worn with 
strings tho large poko bonnet of a few 
years ago. 

In contrast with these^ small hats aro 
worn, with narrow flat brims and low- 
crowns. And thd toque still counts many 
adherents. It is also worn' either with or- . 
without strings, according to taste. 

Tho tiny toqiie-copoto continues in 
groat favui-. Sometimes it is i[uite round 
trimmed with a wreath ot flowers coming 
up into a double spray in, front; some- 
times it is indented in front, forming a 
sniidl point on either side. 

The union of black and yellow is as 
popular as over, but this is scarcely to be 
•wondered at wlien it is remembered that 
blonde and brunette find it alike becoming. 

A very pretty bonnet that a young 
matron might wear with perfect propriety 
is made of jet. About the edge of tho 
brim is set a frill of gray gauze ribbon, at 
the back a bunch of shaded gray chrysan-_ 
tlioiuums is sustained by a rosetto-bow of 
tho ribbon ; and the strings are cct from 
similar ribbon. For an elderly matron a 
quilling of black lace may be substituted 
for the gray frill, a bunch of voUets for 
the chrywy the mjfltM.)^

gauze strings and rosetto-bow. A chap- 
eau designed to accompany a drawing-

Drive. 

(Br an Old Timor.) 

Profane writers, both ancient and 
modorn, have depicted in glowing worda 
and inspiring vorao Lho natural beauties 
and attractions of Rome, and tlio 
Faalmiat, those of Jerusalem. The for- 
mer still retains her mystic soveu hills 
and'scehio beauties,' wiui . which ■ its Avas 
endowed from tlio foundation of the 
world; while the latter, in accordance 
with the divine denunciations, bus been 
deprived (if her cedars of Lebanon; lior 
: fertile hills and vales have become a 
desert and the very city the homo of the 
' wolf and the jackal. Rome, amidst the 
magniticent grandeur of tho.iuinn of her 
former greatness, yet retains attractions 
for succeeding generations not in their 
extent and magnitude but in that of the 
almost unparallulld beauty of her natural 
scenery, wliicb neitlior time nor 
the vicissitudes of decay lias been able to 
deface. The charm still roniains. 

it is conceded that a city set upon a 
hill possesses many advantages superior 
to one built upon a dull, insipid, Hat 
plain, such as that of Babylon. It is 
not surprising that the <Mie should have 
existed fur ceutunea and bids fair to en- 
dure forever, while the very site of the 
other was obliberatod from tiie ken of 
mankind, till, in recent years, it was un- 
earthed by the researches of Layard. 

Far away from the cradle of the 
human race and that of civilization, 
where it may be said the west ceased and 
the oast commences, is to be found a 
counterpart of Hume, but far more exten- 
sive in grandeur, .sublimity, iiiaguitieenee 
and variety of .scenery — jjossessiug at all 
seasons of tlio year, a climate more 
equable, enjoyable and healthful- — free 
from the miasmatic fevers of the muddy 
Tiber, or the scorching rays of a fierce 
midsummer sun. Rome may boast of 
its seven hills but

can proudly ccnceit herself in being the 
possessor of liills seven times seven in 
number from whose summits s[)read out 
beneath the gaze uf the beholder, in ever 
changing variety, panoramic views of 
natural scenery, incomparable and un- 
rivalled ! Shady groves, sylvan glades, 
grassy parks and pastoral landscapes, 
whoso over verdant swards are bedecked 
with exquisite natural liora. Distant 
snow capped peaks of dark blue mountains 
pierce a cloudless sky. A dreamy sea- 
borne haze veils countless verdant isles 
"whose shadows are reflected in surround- 
ing glassy sea. The silver threads of 
meandering brooks and bounding cas- 
cades enliven the sombre pine-clad hills;

paradise, the unconscious possessors of a 
heritage of a rare conibin.Uion of natural 
scenery, which, if possessed by any other 
locality, would have made sucli a divinely 
vfavored spot, the^uttraction for a thousand- 
■.fold more visitors than have as yet been 
. privilaged to drink in a deep draught of 
nature's grandeur Eowiog in an incxhaust- 
;.able stream of beauty before the guze of the 
^visitor from the sumit of Beacon Hill, 
IMount TolniicB and other coigns of vantage.

to, or at least endeavor to embellish what 
nature has blessed ns with. Tourists gener- 
ally go to where the attractions, both 
natural and artiticial, arc comliined. .Sight- 
seeing bicomes monotonous if not in some 
way relieved by the amusementa, coiiveni- 
cncies uud comforts of civilization. That 
the natural attractions of Victoria's sur- 
roundings will always command the admira- 
tion of the travelling public is not to bo de- 
nied.

To brielly describe the proposed route let 
the reader, in imagination, accompany tho 
writer, starting say from one of our leading 
city hotels down (iovernmrnt street, across 
the James Bay bridge, (which, let us hope, 
will soon be a thing of the past) on by the 
Government gronmla along the esplanade, 
soon to be cleared of the eucroaelimonts 
which have been permitted to trespass on 
the public property, to the outer wharf — 
thence by the "lloulevard Marina'' to the 
sumndt of Beacon Hill, on by Clover 
Point to the road near Pemberton 
Lodge, where the Boulevard Marina ends ; 
thence turning to the right, on past the 
cemetery, through Lovers' lano to the 
Cadboro Bay road, via the U'illows and 
Agricultural Hall; on to "Grand View 
avenue," Ueans estate, crossing tho Rich- 
mond road, tlieuee alo.-.g Landadowne 
avenue to .Synagogue Hill (caking iu en 
route Mount Tolmio by diverging up May- 
fair avenue before reaching Synagogue Hill); 
from thence down through Hillside aveuue, 
Work Estate, ti the Fountain, back to the 
hotel, thus completing tho " Grand Circle 
Drive " of some 18 miles or so in length.

I'eiieath, lies en- 
bosomed, in its leafy bower.s, the full extent 
of our fair city, luiii out iu ail its beauty be- 
fore the gaze of the observer, its shores, 
washed by the .Straits of Fiiea, shining in 
the sun lil;(^ burnished silver, lieyoml rb-es 
the wall of the snow-clad Olympian moun- 
tiins, clad in a dress of dark green forests 
of noble pine. The lloyal Roads terminat- 
ing in the Race Rocks, the wavy billows of 
the Sooke bills stretch a-.vay for leagues. 
Olaneing to the north is seen the pictur- 
esque suDurban hamlet of Cedar Hill neat- 
ling snugly in the valley, beneath the steep 
sides of iNlouut Tolmie. The whole presen- 
ting to the eye of the enraptured beholder 
scenes of beauty unsurpassed, and varieil in 
their excellence. The city, as seen from 
tho fountain, though exposing its only blot 
— Chinatown — reveals to tho onlooker a 
closer inspection of our , leading thorough- 
fares and buildbgs of the business portion of 
the city, from which the observant visitor 
will not fail to receive a favorable impres- 
sion of our prosperity and commercial im- 
portance.

Yet to-day that city boasts of 
the most attractive and beautiful system of 
boulevards in America. There everything 
had to bo done, and everything -.vas done 
with rare promptness. Here, in Victoria, 
only solid roadbeds had to be laid over hill 
and through dale, past murine views, which 
defy competition ; along the sea shore, 
throngli natural llovver gardens and sylvan 
scenery, presenting at every turn a vista of 
incoinparubli! beauty. Vet these drives and 
roads, once our pride and boast, liave been 
permitted to degenerate into a state but 
little removed from that of tho ancient dis- 



used bridle paths which intersect tho wilds 
of Conneniarru ! Victoria, if she intends to 
retain the place conferred on her by kind 

nature in advance of all competitors, must 
now make au ellort to do credit to that 
proud distinction. Lot us prepare and put 
inir house in order to receive the largo in- 
llux of visitors who will, undoubtedly visit 
our beautiful city during tho World's Fair, 
next season.

THE RUSSIAN FAMINE. 

(From a Moscow Correspondent.) 

As I have just returned from tho 
famiiio-strickoii goveriiuiciita of Samara 
and I'eusa I thought you would be glad 
to have a few lines, esiiecially as I have 
been on the spot. It would take volumes 
to describe but one-tenth of tho niiaory 
tiiat tho south and eastern portion of the 
Czar's dominions aro now tho scones of. 
The sickness and distress to be fmind in 
a single village would lill n small book. 1 
can tell you, as one who has been there, 
that tho accounts of this great calamity 
that have appeared in the English papers 
are nut exaEjgerated. In fact, I do not 
believe there is a single correspondent 
who has been in tho hundreds, and per- 
haps thousands, of allUctod villages dis- 
tant from two to 300 luilca from tho rail- 
ways. I have not boon further than 
sixty vorsts (forty miles) myself, and I 
have seen suuh sights us I thought im- 
possible in any European country, es- 
pecially in such a wealthy one aa this. In 
(uie village I visited I found about 1,000 
persona down with hunger-typhus, fever 
and influenza, out of a population of 
about 2,500. 1 saw lino strong men and 
women dying before my eyes of these and 
other complaints, which are m.ainly 
brought on by hunger and bad food. How 
many miUions are in want no one knows, 
as no detailed statistics — which would 
give the public i\ correct idea of tho cal- 
amity — are allowed to be published. 1 
only know this, that in tho governments 
of Samara and Saratoll" alone, there aro 
1,81)1,000 who an; simply being kept 
alive by tho " Zeinstvo,"or County Coun- 
cils, on tlie money sent them by the Gov- 
ernment. In these two goveriimontb it 
ia estimated that there are close upon 
half a iiiilli(ui men who receive no help 
from the Zematvo, and who aro now star- 
ving to death or are aubaisting on tho 
charity and generosity of those who aro 
receiving aid from the Government and 
from tho private charity of the country 
gentry. The aid afforded by the Com- 
mitteo of tho Czarevitch, the Red Cross 
Society, and other societiea, ia but as a 
drop ill this wjrhl of misery ami want. 

The Ciovurnment is now doing all it 
can to relieve the distress, and is spend- 
ing millions ; but they have commenced 
at the eleventh hour, when it is already 
too late. For the last two months tho 
railways have b en oiigagjd night and 
day ill conveying grain to the famine- 
atriekeu provioces, ami f(U' tho time be- 
ing all otiioi' goods trallic but grain trains 
li;ivo been stojiped. The manufacturers 
b ive consequently no coal, and have to 
Work. The most terrible aspect of tho 
famine is the indifference, or rather 8.ay 
ignorance, of the people in tho big towns 
ciniceriiing the fate of their starving 
ecuutry men. Tho tbeatros are crowdeil 
every evening, and tickets cannot bo had 
at tho o])eras for love nor money wbeii- 
evor a favorite singer is to iHjrform. 
Considering that thirty million people 
aro allected by this calamity, and that 
there is distress in sixteen to eighteen 
governinentii (a g{jverninent being often 
equal to a l'Juro]ieaii state in size), this is 
a little too bad. It is estimated that the 
govoriiiiient is keeping alive fifteen mil- 
lions at the very loast. The mass of the 
townspeopio (urban jjopulatiou) have 
only a faint idea of this, and ask mo 
eveiy day the most absurd questions, 
"Wlictlier there is a famine ?" ''Whether 
it is not exaggerated ?■" and such noii- 
seiise. 1 lose my temiier smiietimes; 
but wliuii 1 reuieinher that the llussky 
Nedomoriti has received its second wain- 
ing for writing too much on this tender 
subject 1 can forgive and pity them. 

.Such a state of ignorance and darkness 
ia impossible in any country with a "free 
Press," Cod bo th.-uikcd ! Tho Russian 
Press has, in fact, never been so 
utterly abject and jiowerlesa as it is at 
the present moment. This state of 
things cannot last forever. Everybody 
is diacontented, .•uid if wo have another 
f.imino wo shall have :\ rev<ilt in the 
Vidga provinces, for the condition of the 
peasants there is commencing to be in- 
tcderable. A European war may break 
out in tliu spring through the inability of 
tho goveriiinent hero to maintain order at 
home. Itussia is well prepared, notwith- 
standing, and, 1 believe, would sooner go 
to war with (ierinany and Austria than 
run tho risic of a revolt iu the interior. 

In tho spring you will learn all about 
tho famine, and yyti will lind out that 
wliac 1 toll you is only too true, although 
only a particle of the whole truth about 
this national disaster, which has been 
coming on for tho last live years, is 
allowed to bo published. It has boon 
hidden from the publio for u lon^ time, 
but has at last, like an "ugly ulcer," 
shown itsu U ct> tho world.

M. QUAD'S SKETCHES. 

• Captain Jack's Ailveulni-B In the China Sea— 

The Woman on the Back Seivt. 

[Cofyrlght, 1892, by Charles B. Lewis.] 
Among the relics I have gathered to- 
gether durinp; the last quarter of a con- 
tiuy is tlio loj,' of the brig Hopewell 
wliilo making :i voyage in the CliiiKi son. 
She wiis owned and coinniiuided by niy 
gni'.ulfathor, who was familiarly known 
as C'ajJtaiu ,Tack, and the lug in which the 
daily events of tlie voyage were written 

• out in hia orainpod and old fashioned 

■ chirography was loft behind as an heir- 
loom. The two jjartioular adventures I 

■ am to give you are ])retty fully recorded, 
but so far as I know have never been 
publicshed. 1 .shall take the liberty of 
changing the language here and lliere, for 
Captain Jack was no soliolar, but shall 
stick to the facts as ho wrote them down 
in ink which has scarcely yet begun to 
fade. 

The Hopewell was an English brig, 

■wliich had been chartered on this oe- 
casiou for a voyage up the Gulf of Siani 
with two objects in view. One was to 
secure the cargo of a vessel i)artly 
desti'oyed by lire at Bangkok, at the 
head of the gulf, and the otlier Avas to 
try to learn the fate of the ship Viking, 
wliich belonged to a trading company at 
Singapnro and had been mysteriously 
missing for nianj" months. English men- 
of-war had cleaned out many piratical 
haunts ahmg the Malay coast, and so 
many piratical crafts had been destroyed 
that merchant vessels no lunger had any 
fear of being overliauled. The Mope- 
well carried a crow of ten men, all of 
whom wera provided with small arms, but 
she had no canii.jn. 

The lug says that siie had a fair run up 
the east coast for live days, though the 
winds wore light, but on the sixth _ day, 
being then about six miles oil" the island 
of Alango, as it was then called on the 
charts, it fell a dead calm. This w as 
early in the morning. Before noon there 
was cause for everybody aboard to feel 
alarmed. The atniuspliere was close and 
stifling, the sky liad a brassy h)ok, and 
fish were continually leaping out of water 
around the brig as if terribly frightened. 
The water was full of bubbles and many 
degrees wanner than usual, and sonio of 
the men declared they could detect the 
odor of sulphur as thoy snilied the air. 
Captain Jack was satisfied that the state 
of affairs would lead uj) to a calamity, but 
was perfoctly helpless in the case. Some 
of tlie men wore for taking the yawl and 
making for the island in sight, but this 
the captain would not listen to, thoueih 
he wished himself anywhere else than 
where he was. 

At about 5 o'clock in the afternoon, 
just after what looked like a cloud of 
dust had darkened the sky, a great sheet 
of llamo suddeidy leaped out of the sea 
two miles to the west of the island. The 
flame was followed by a report that was 
heard for forty miles around, and then 
camo such a boiling and upheaving of the 
sea that the brig was tossed about like a 
chip and was given up for lost. She con- 
tinued to be pitched and banged about in 
a terrible way for about half an hour, 
and tJiG sea did not grow quiet for more 
than two hours. Ail knew what had 
happened. A submarine earthquake had 
taken place and a new island had been 
created. Four great waves had followed 
each other down the gidf clear to Sing- 
apore, while the Natuna islands, ofF the 
■west coast of Borneo, were almost swept 
clear of inhabitants. No breeze followed 
the eartlu|uako, but the night continued 
calm and the crew of the brig wore 
almost choked with the fumes of sulphur. 

. When morning came Captain Jack 
looked for the island of Algano in vain. 
It had sunk out of s'v^ht with all its 
thousands of trees, and in place of it was 
ii rocky reef or key, black and birren, 
about three miles longs by a mile broad. 
At no point was it more than live feet 
above the surface of the sea. Tho island 
of Alango was seven miles Ions; by four 
wide, and was supposed to have about 
500 inhabitants. It had disappeared, 
and not even a dead body wa^ found 
lloatiiig, though some of the forest trees 
■were carried ;iOO miles down the gulf. 
15ut this was not the only strange sigiit 
which greeted the oyos of tho crew when 
daylight came. On an even keel in the 
middle of tho newly created reef was a 
ship with all her masts standing, and 
■when the brig had been worked y'n on a 
light breeze and a boat lowered it was 
dissevered that she was the missing \'ik- 
ing. 

Captain Jack boarded her, and brought 
off many things to exhibit as proofs of his 
report. She had been captured in those 
v.-aters, and by pirates from tho island 
They had taken out her cargo, strijiped 
her of sails and running rigging and then 
scuttled her. She had gone down 
water perhaps half a mile deep, and her 
docks and sides and masts wi re incrustod 
with shells and fungus. She lay about 
half a mile from tliu water's edge, and of 
course there was no hope of lluating her. 
Captain Jack left her resting in her 
rocky cradle, and during tho next two 
years she was often sighted by European 
ships. For some reason she was sot on 
fire, presumably by natives, and thu.s 
ended her strange career. 

It was during this same voyage, and 
four days later, when tho brig had 
■worked up against head winds to the 
group of islands called the Sang-Wau 
group, that the second strange adventure 
occurred. Ono afternoon as tho brig was 
steering to the east of the islands, with 
the nearest one ibout tln'oe miles away, 
tho wind fell and she was left rolling on a 
glassy sea. There was no fear of an 
earthquake on this occasion, but Captain 
Jack was worried about something else. 
These islands had been a piratical strong- 
hold, and ho did not feol sure that all tho 
rascals had been driven out. Ho ivoiit 
f\loft. him Hclf to insj)ect the island witli 
his glass and he presently discovered 
something to bring him down in n 
hurry, lie reported that ho could make 
out several huts on the shore and that iv 
native craft was evidetilly making ready 
to pull out and pay the brig a visit. Ho 
must have had a chicken hearted ci-ew 
with liini, for tho log reports that he had 
to threaten some of them with shooting 
to prevent thom from taking the yawl and 
leaving tho vessel to her fato. The arms 
were brought up and distributed, each 
man served with a dram to raise his 
spirits, and when tho prahu was finally 
fleon coining out it was agreed to defend 
tho brig to tho last. 

The sun was still two hours high when 



tho native craft was within a quarter of a 
milo of tho brig, which was bomg slowly 
set in slioro by a current, but which was 
in two denj) water to anchor. Captain 
Jack hiid made good use of his time. 
Thoro being only ono prahu, and tho 
brig being high out of water, tho rascals 
would doubtless seek to board at tho 
bows. All tho grease and slush which 
could be found aboard was used there to 
niako the boarding more dillicult, while 
the cook gut hot water ready and brains 
of powder were liud on deck. _ It was 
meant to tiro these in case tho pirates got 
a foothold and drove tho crew aft. 

Just out of musket shot tho pirate 
craft rested on her oara, and Captain 
J ack counted 30 of the rascals, each one 
wo'l armed and ready for desperate work, 
lie hailed thetn and nsked what ■>vaa 
wanted; but no reply ■vvas made. Ho 
then warned them to keep olf or take 
the conscciuenco.^; but his loud talk did 
not blutl them. They were simply look- 
ing tho brig over to notu her strength and 
what preparations she had made for re- 
sistance. After a delay of ten minutes 
tho oars of tho prahu fell into tho water, 
her entue crew uttered a cheer, and she 
had just gut under way when a mysteri- 
ous thing happened. No one aboard the 
brig had an eye u]ion her just iIilmi, as 
they wore making tlu ir linal prei)aration3, 
and so what actually occurred was never 
known. What Captain Jack saw as he 
looked up was the prahu sulking below 
the surface, which was very much agi- 
tated. She went down very slowly, and 
seemed to fall ajiart as she went, fur the 
surface was suou covered with wreckage. 

You will porha|)s ni t agree with me 
when I say that Oapiaiu .lack now did a 
good thing for mankind. All the piratoj 
wire afloat, supporting themselves ou tiie 
wreckage, and tliey wore making ready 
to swim for tho brig and attack her, 
when the crew were ordered to o])on fire, 
if the Malay of to-day is an object of sus- 
picion and detestation to every Europe n 
sailor, tho blootlthirsty pirates of those 
days could expect no mercy. Tho log of 
the Hopewell says that tho firing con- 
tinued until the last pirate had been 
picked off, and that sharks gathered in 
such numbers as to till everybody with 
astonishment. There was much specula- 
tion as to what caused the loss of tho 
prahu. As tlio sea was clear of rocks and 
reefs it was tho opinion of Captain Jack 
that some great lish, perhaps a whale, 
struck the craft as she was breaching. 
Nothing else could have wrecked her so 
(juickly or sliattered her so completely. 

The brig continued to drift in toward 
tho island with the current, and at length 
tho anchor was let go in live fathoms of 
water half a mile from the beach, With 
his glass tho captain could now make out 
five or six. small huts and a large store 
house on shore, and only a single native 
appeared in sight. He made signals with 
a flag, but as n:ght was coming on fur 
tiler investigation was postponed till tho 
morrow. Not knowing but that anotlier 
force of pirates would conio out under 
cover of darkness. Captain Jack kept tho 
crewundorarnisall nightandwas prepared 
to give thom a hot reception. Tho night 
pa.-;scd (piictly, however, and next niuni- 
ing the lone man renewed his signals so 
vigorously that a boat was sent off to in- 
ves igate. She had no sooner come with- 
in hailing distance than tho man cried 
out in good English that he was a captive 
and the only living man on the island. 
Tho boat then landed, and lie proved to 
be one William Tripp, an English sailor, 
who had been eaj)tured three years be- 
fore on a small trading schooner. \\'liile 
tho rest of the crew Inid been nuirdered 
after capture, ho litid been spared for 
some reason unknown and had been on 
the island ever since. He was treated 
like a slave, and on ono occasion, when 
ho had planned to escape, thoy had sliced 
off (•no of his ears as a caution not to at- 
tempt it aguin. Every man of tho pirati- 
cal gang and had embarked to attack the 
brig, and Tripp was overjoyed at their 
fato. 

It would have been a feather in Cap- 
tain Jack's caj) had nothing further been 
accomplished, but the best of all was yet 
to come. Tliat sti.iruhouse was full of 
plunder, aiul they worked tho brig into a 
<;ove, where she wa.s fairly safe ; and set 
abr'Ut discluiiging her ballast and loading 
her with a cargo. During Tripp's stay 
with tho pirates thoy had captured two 
tiading schooners and a German ship. 
;\lost of their cargoes were in tho store- 
house along with a niiscellano >U8 aa-sort- 
ment of stuff jiickcd up at other times. 

There vvas flour, sugar, coil'eo, tea, 
clothing, hardware, dry goods, shoes, cut- 
lery, wines and almost everything else 
ever carried in a cargo. Some of tho 
stuff w-.B badly daiui'ged by rot and mil- 
dew, but they had plenty to pick from, 
and in a couple of weeks had loaded tho 
Hopewell with the richest c.irgo she over 
carried. Itscemeil odd enough to find 
in that out (jf the way jjlace two grand 
pianos, which had been unboxed, severtil 
telegraph instruments, a photographer's 
camera, gold frame mirrors six feet long, 
grindstuties fruni the United States and, 
UKJSt (pieerly cjf all, a box holding lifty 
kitchen clucks, every one of which be- 
g wi striking as they moved tho b(jx. As 
they tore out one side of tho storehouso 
t ho bettor to get at tho goods, what was 
left after tho brig could take no more 
was converted into a bonfire and all traces 
of tho pirates thus wijjcd out. 

The brig then sailed for Sigaporo and 
reachea tiiat port in safety. A claim was 
there set up by the German consul and 
others, but the courts decided against 
them. What the value of tho Hopewell's 
c.-U'go was tlie log diies not state but it 
nuist have amutintcd to a large sum, for 
after receiving his .share of tho sale Cap- 
tain .Jack decided to give up the sea and 
its perils and become a ship chandler. 
When tho particulars of his adventure 
with tho pirates reached England some of 
tho I'.timane societies made a great ado 
over his hcartlessncs.s in piclang oil' the 
MaL^ijsaa they lloated about, but every 
sailor would have voted him a gold to- 
bacco box for doing that very thing as 
thoroughly as ho ditl. 

THE WOMAN ON THE BACK SEAT. 

I boarded the train at 4 o'clock in tho 

afternoon, and had scarcely got seated 
when I noticed a little woman on tho last 
seat of the right hand side. I could not 
see her face on account of the heavy veil 
she wore, and she leaned over against tho 
window so heavily that 1 thought her 
asleep^ Thoio wore only a few passen- 
gers of us in tho car, and overybudy 
seemed to slirink into himaelf aa if weary 
and disijustod.

Tlio SUCC0S3 !viul iirospority of the Ohio 
society, of Now York, is amplo proof of 
tlio gvcdt weiilth luid iutolligonco of tlic 
Buckoyo Stuto, but aftor all it is botcur 
to travel through the great state and ob- 
serve lior coimtlgss avonuos of wealth, 
from her beautiful (ind well kempt farms 
to her statesmen, from her cabbages to 
her natural gna. You understand it bet 
tor. 

Tlio middle states have one peculiarity 
that they are beginning almost to wish 
they did not haye, although it was atartod 
out to bo a charm. Charma, however, 
-when neglected, becomo at times nui- 
sances. 

We wore visiting Lima not long since, 
a thrifty town witli all the snap and vigor 
of a new gold camp in the west, yet with 
the shrewd and cool lioadcd business tact 
of a Cape Cod town. She has this char- 
acteristic, however, to which 1 have dark 
ly alluded. It is a public square. The 
public stpiaro was of course intended to 
bo on the start a thing of beauty, but it 
lias in too many of the niiddlo statu towns 
become an open air livery stable, covered 
with the choice decorations of a badly 
farmed farm. 

The square is of course geographically 
in the center of the to<rn, and is distioct- 
ly visible from every direction. The idea 
is a good one, but when it becomes th 
grazing ground of the inotlieaton horse 
and the lionie of the watermelon rind, 
tlio spring of the year adds no beauties 
to it and Taxpayer and Veritas write 
pieces about it. 

It is also in many cases a hay and wood 
market. Hero the man in the blue army 
overcoat (ho has never boon in the army 
or he would not bo wearing it) moots the 
man in the buffalo overcoat, and they 
borrow tobacco of each other, chew some 
of it, spit eight times, water their stock 
and go homo. 

People come to the editor and say : 
" That square is getting to bo a blamed 
nuisance. You ought to roast it. Go 
for it." Then the editor says in his pa- 
per, provided the man who made the 
suggestion has paid for his advertisin;. 
promptly : 

" We regret greatly to see our beauti 
ftil publio square in such a neglected con 
dition. Will not some one more in the 
matter ? It is a sin and a shame, and as 
a matter of fact it ia high time to call a 
halt." 

Teams not actually engaged in traffic 
on the streets ouglu not to bo permitted 
to stand hitched inside the business part 
of any city whatever. Even Minneapolis, 
big and prosperous as she is, still permits 
hundreds of farm teams to stand tied 
along its main avenues, not only by the 
hour, but by the day, a vast fringe of 
starvation, colic and botts in the very 
lieart of a great, thriving and beautiful 
city. 

The farmer would not want the gas 
works on his farm. Why does ho oxpec; 
to bring his nuisances into town ? lle- 
causo the farm is too often in the s[)riiig 
of the year a vast, humiliating exposure, 
that is no reason why these sanitary 
methods should be brought into town, is 
it? _ 

Lima has about the earliest electric car 
lino in America, It is a double trolly 
system, and tho cars are getting old and 
childish, 'riio rolling stock is to be re- 
newed very SDiin. 

At all these towns nearly evoiy one's 
room is heated by natural gas. It holds 
out very well. I was through this state 
' early in tho discovery business, and I 
then prophesied that gas from th.o interior 
of tho earth would continue to manifest 
itself up to the present time, andposailjly 
even later. Subsequent history has 
shown that I was right. 

Tho electric street cars of Lima are 
sadly out of repair, as 1 said. Tliey have 
the odor of a cheap lodging house oii the 
liowery, as nearly as I can recall it now. 
Tliey are .shabby in tho extreme. Also 
in the middle. Next Lent I shall abstain 
from tho use of these cars. 

Lima is one of the thrifty and prosper- 
ous cities of Ohio, and is also tho homo 
of tlio Lima bean.

raise it to any required denoiuination 
while you wail. 

Ho had a preparation of pulp and a 
powerful press, -with which ho tilled up 
the $ marK generally cut out of the paper 
at the end of the amount of tho draft.

When I got up speed I steered for him 
with a newspaper in my hand, reading it 
carefully and trying to figure out what 
show there was for a pormature presiden- 
tial boom which has tho dressing removed 
from it a month too early. 1 got up 
pretty good steam, for I weigh over .18.") 
pounds now, and living at lirst class ho- 
tels all winter has given me fresh vitality 
and filled me with animal spirits and high 
I)urposes.

If I ever 
write another ])lay I shall by all means 
have a denouomOiit. 1 did not thiidc of 
it before, but it is certainly a good thing. 

All along through the play she is get- 



ting ready and issuing invitations for this 
denouement. It is very well attended, 
indeed, and passes off pleasantly. 

For tho denouement she changes her 

dress, appearing in a scarlet plush cloak 
which euveloiiea her ontiiely. When she 
get» ready to forbid tho wedding of her 
old and tough lover, who has made ar- 
rangements to marry a stoo]) shouldered 
heiress whoso family extends back among 
tho Ptolemys, she throws this cloak aside 
as a boy would cast aside his garments 
before going in swimming, ai^d stands be- 
fore him dressed as she was when ho so 
basely wooed. and then deserted her. 

I hate a man wdio will do that and then 
brag about it. A man who -.vill basely 
deceive a girl that way and then laugh 
about it ought to be written up in the pa- 
pers, and 1 was glad to see that the play 
turned out that way. 1 always like to 
seo a play like that. It elevates me. 

Ono man was killed in tho play, but it 
was not so sickening as some deaths are 
on the stage. 1 could hiivo ni.ade it mure 
sickening for twenty-live dollars. 

It is tho only weak place in tho play.

COMMON CIVILITy,

I am afraid that common civility is, 
like common sense, a somewhat uncom- 
mon virtue in this fair ishmd of ours. 

I should bo sorry to say how many 
times I have noted, with shaino, our na- 
tion exhibiting its want of ordinary po- 
liteness to amused foreigners and disgust- 
ed colonists, as well as to tho section of 
itself which would fain repudiate the alle- 
gation that Britons are an uncivil set. 
Delicate perception, quick sympitliy, in- 
tuitive tact, are not , Saxon characteristics. 
They have been infused into the British 
[leoplo through Celtic blood, and whore 
it has least |)eriiieated there commonr 
civility lei.st abounds. 

There ia a curious notion amongst us 
that to bo polite is to bo insincere, that 
an amiablo suavity indicates duplicity of 
character. 

Wo are accustomed to boast rather of 
the "rugged independeiioe" of the Scot, 
the " blunt hoiiDsl y" of tho I'Jnglislier — 
as if it were the saving graces of rudeness 
and incivility which made .Sawney self- 
reliant, and .John Ikill dependable 1 The 
Hooner wo got quit of some of those insu- 
larly conceited theories the better. 

The sooner we learn that our maiiiiera 
are boorish tho bettor. 

The' sooner wo awaken to tho fact that 
cultivating coinnioii civility will not make 
us either servile or treacherous, the soon- 
er will we bo litted to adorn the position 
wo occupy as a " foremost people." 

At present we occuiiy that proud place, 
but wo don't adorn it. Wo — curiously 
enough — civiliso a savago land, but we 
are very uncivil at home ! If we were 
(piick-wittod enough to see what power 
lies in a gracious manner, wo would per- 
haps try to acquire it more siieedily. 

Alas ! our national limits of seltisliiiess, 
arrogance, and c nceit havo so shrouded 
<mr i)orceptioiis that we cannot aeo our 
own defects, and we go on our blundering 
way, treading on our neighbors' toes, 
digging our .iggressivo elbows into the 
ribs of our kinsmen, riding roughshcd 
over tho weak, causing ourselvt a to be 
dreaded, or disliked, and losing much 
that goes to make life sweet. For sweet 
it is to moot with civility from strangers. 
.Sweet indeed it is to have rough places 
on our way smoothed and brightened for 
us by tho little courtesies of tho passers- 

i>y. 

The pleasant word, tho outstretched 
hand, the genial smile, tho step to meet, 
tho " yielding [dace," these cost their 
giver nothing much, but they are of inli- 
iiite value to the receiver. The surjiris- 
ing thing ia that we Britons appreciate 
common civility when wo receive it very 
liighly. We say, " What a delightful 
man that is ?" wiien wo come in contact 
with some human being who tries to make 
himself agreealde to his neighbors. We 
are willing to do far more for him than 
for somebody we know Better and love 
bettor, who lacks his gracious manner. 

And think how we rave about the ^vo- 
inan who adds to her beauty, or her tal- 
ents, or her [losition the all-oompioring 
fasciiiati(jn of a .sympathetic nature, quick 
to seir.e every opportuuityfor being polite 
to all around her. Good gracious ! how 
is it that we valuu common civility so 
much in others, but never see the lack of 
it in ourselves ? 

Wo really don't mean to bo rudo nine 
tiuies out (jf every ten times that we hurt 
somebody, but all the same our uninten- 
tional want (if consideration leaves an 
ugly scratch upon sensitive ejjidermia — 
just, as ugly as if wo had done it on pur- 
pose. Possibly the sin of it is greater ; 
for tho blow struck in wrath is often salu- 
tary imuishmeiit, there being such a thing 
as righteous anger, but the wound inllict- 
ed through blind, selfish unthinking want 
of coninimi civility is not easily healed. 

The aching heart, the tired brain, the 
rullled nerves may bo made far worse by 
the chance jostle, in tho crowd, tho rude 
stare, or the gruff word. The tears ready 
to fall for some hidden grief may be sent 
back to tlu.'ir soiiice by the chance smiles, 
or pleasant chat of strangers cast in our 
way for a brief time. 

" This is a very serious charge you are 
making against British people," says the 
" Candid Friend," who loves to correct 
mj' errors, but never sei's' tho necessity 
for supplying niy cravin.,' soul with a little 
raise, which is its meat and drink. 
" You have no right to iiiaUe such a 
charge without giving some pnjof of its 
truth." 

Well, my Candid Friend, look around 
vou, see the insuH'crablo coldness with 
which strong nicn shove (yes, actually 
shove) women and eliildron to one side at 
tho window of a ticket ollice, or the door 
of a public convoyaiico. 

Dchohl tho amazing impudence with 
which the oooupants of a railway carriago 
will stare at a new comer, will strew their 
parcels over the seats, and never remove 
them to let s mo one else sit down until 
requested so to do. 

I have stood ia a tramcar again and 
again, (1 have seen many jjcople do like- 
wise) ami not a soul moved to make runni 
for me, though there wasideiity of acciiin- 
modation. On thocontrary,alargo,fat man 
has spread himself yet more, and never 
budged an inoh till there have been feel- 
ings like muriler in my bri.'ast. 

A gentle old lady may have entered the 
car, not awaro that eveiy seat was taken; 
and men, old and young (as well as wo- 
men), havo sat wliilo sho stood ! Oh, I 
could have knocked thoir hats over thoir 
eyes with my umbrella. 

I have seen educated ladies coolly duiiq) 
themselves into tho place which a jiolite 
man (rare creature ; as likely as not, a 
foreigner or American) has vacated for 
her, without so much 08 a " thank you." 
What right does your sex give you, Ma- 
dame, to iguiii-e tliu civility of a stranger ? 
\V\r,\b business k.avo yni to tako it as^ a 
matter of course that yon are to receive 
every attention of the sort without the 
smallest acknowledgmcnc V 

Yon would not hko to hear the Ameri- 
can's remarks upiin the mannfes'ofiSootclv 
women when he returns to his own liiiid. 

1 can tell you in tlii.s matter fif com- 
mon jioliteiioss you can learn a Icaaon 
from Americans. Nob being an iinpe-( 
cunious nobleman, nor a wealthy Cook-: 



ncy, 1 am not "gone" on tho subject of 
Yankee girls ; and I agree with tho 
shrewd reader of human nature who says j 
"The American woman takes stock of 
your clothes between the. kisses, and 
measures out her love according to tho 
number of your dollars." But though 
she is noithor a guileless, nor a soilless 
specimen of her sex, the Ainorioau woman 
teaches tho boys to be jjolite. She is a 
pattern of civility herself, and; she takes 
care that the men are not behind- her in 
that respect. v ' ■ 

Indeed, to do men justice, they are al- 
ways ready to meet us more than half- 
way in this respect ; and it is bur own 
faults if wo do not recoiye coiAmon civility 
from them. 

Thus, you see, I rather blauio the Brit- 
ish women for the national bocjrishiiess of 
mannera. They fail to inculcat'ii the vir- 
tue of politeness in their children. Of 
course they teach the boys and girls to be 
civil to visitors ; but they are not particu- 
lar how tho young ones address each 
other, or the servants. 

If a boy is allowed to cuff his littlo sis- 
ter, and bawl to the housemaid, "Bring 
my boots directly," when ho is a man ho 
is very likely to shove a woman on one side 
and consider his own ease before hers. 

If a girl is permitted to "cheek" her 
brijtliers, to "nag" at the servants, when 
she is n woman she will not practise the 
amiable politeness in small things which 
makes the home so [ileasant — " l)Ut and 
ben," We must jiraclise common civility 
in our homes, anions; our familiar friends, 
or it will not become a habit, and unless 
it is a habit it is of littlo use. If you are 
not in tho habit of saying "Thank you'" 
to your servants and children when they 
perform littlo services for you, you will 
forget to say it when the tloing so would 
bj a proper courtesy to -some stranger. 

If you are not in tho habit of consider 
ing other peoplo'a littlo comforts and lit- 
tlo 'feelings in your every-day life, you 
will grow sellish in great things, rudo to 
those you meet, and blind to evorylhin 
but your own interests. 

There is a common idea among tho 
lower classes that to be deferential is to 
admit yourself to bo interior. I havo 
sometimes chanced to go into a kitchen 
when the maids had a visitor (only the 
other day a friend showing me over her 
house took mo into her kitchen when tho 
acrvani's sister 'was calling, and what I 
am going to tell took place). In such a 
case 1 Invve always said, " 1 did not know 
any one was here," or s -nie such remark 
to explain my intrusion. Frequently the 
visitor has not risen from her seat, has 
not said a word of common civility, and 
the servant has not oven said, " Tliis is 
my sister" (or whoever it was). 

Yet servants know that a lady would 
rise up in her own drawing-room if a 
visitor was announced, and wcmld intro- 
duce a visitor to any member of the 
household who chanced tu enter the 
room. 

Why should tho sister of your servant 

not salute you as respectfully as your 
friend does I Why should your servant 
not bid you " good morning" or " goul 
night" as your child does / These are 
small kindly courtesies which mark well- 
bred poot)lo in whatever rank they move ; 
and your servant and yourself lack good 
manners when you do not practise them 
in your intercourse with each other. 

I romembor a Belgian maid who was 
source of groat amusement to us because 
she would carry her politeness to an ex 
tromo. She would appear every oveniuf 
at the drawing-roc ni door to incpiire if 
her mistress wanted her ^tny more that 
night, and when the " .Nothing more, 
thank you, Rosalie," was snid, she would 
go through her performance. " tlood 
night, missus," " Good night, master," 
"(lood night, miss," "Good night. Miss 
Mary," "Good night. Master Harry," 
and so on through the family, each " good 
night" being aeconqianied by a curtsey, 
and a turning towards the individual 
mentioned ! It was very funny, but it 
was much nicer (and left a pleasant 
thought of Rosalie) than tho manner in 
which one's Scottish maids decamp for 
the night without a sinn. 

(.)ur trades peo])lo certainly shame us 
in the matter of coiniiion civililj'. Why 
do tho ladies who buy let themselves ho. 
outdone in politeness l>y the man in- wo- 
man who sells / You inarch into a shop, 
and demand to boo laces (or whatever you 
want) without ono civil word. Vou 
chooso your article, iiay your money, and 
march out as you came in, a self-asserting, 
ill-mannered L5riton ! 

What harm could it havo done you to 
havo aiioken a few pleasant words to the 
person who served you — a littlo remark 
about tho weather, or a kindly notice of 
their attention to your wishes ? 1 have 
soon a pale, tirod shop girl's face glow 
with |)lea3uro when I have said, as I bout 
over the things she had so patiently spread 
out for my inspection, " One is always 
well attended to in this shop." 

Sometimes a little commendation, or 
sympathy, or consideration, has unlocked 
for 1110 tlio story of a life, and given me 
an "pportunily to help a st ruggliiig sister, 
iir clieer a desponding heart. We never 
know how the smallest word of ours may 
iiilliionco others for good or evil, but I 
am very certain that no act of common 
civility is wasted though wo may seo no 
direct effects from it. 

My Candid Frieinl, I saw you lix your- 
self ill the corner of a railway carriage 
with tho Scotsman in your hand, the 
Daily Jlail on your knee. Punch and the 
(ir qihic under the strap of your traveling 
bag. You could only road, ono at a time, 
ami tliere was a young follow opposite 
you wliose threadharo co'at showed that 
he could not alfji'd to suiqily himself with 
travolling literature. Ho glanced wist- 
fully at your papers more than once. If 
you had not been a self-contained Briton 
with dulled perceptions, but woU-mean- 
ing on the whole, you wimld have shared 
ymir papers with him. You probably left 
them on tho seat when you vacated it. 
You would have , lost nothing by giving 
him "a read."';,,, 

. J A ■.cbmmon-looking cad !" you toll 
me. ' Very much so, I thought too ; just 
a common man was your rin-a-i-ix. Well! 
the common cad might have been taught 
something (if nothing better than to re- 
'cogniso you as a gentleman, " for ho that 



gentle is, gentle does'") by an act of com- 
mon civility on your part. 

Do you remember what gracious"Elia" i 
says about our manners ? 

Ho says we compliment ourselves upon 
having reached a state of politeness to 
women far exceeding that of ancient times, 
but he reniarlcs — 

" I shall believe it when Dorimnnt 
hands a fishwife across tho konnol, or as- 
sists the ajiplowoni-in to pick up her wan- 
dering fruit which same unlucky dray has 
just dissioatod. 

" I shall believe it, when the Dori- 
mants in humbler life, who would be 
thought in their way notable adopts in. 
this reliiiomoiit, shall act upon it in places 
whoro they are not known, or think 
tliemsolvos not observed. 1 shall begin 
to believe that there is sonio such princi- 
ple influencing our conduct, when more 
than one-half of the drudgery and .servi- 
tude of tho world 'shall cease tu bo per- 
formed by women." 

Wo have got a littlo advanced .since 
" Elia's" day in our treatment of the gen- 
tler sex ; but 1 fear the women havo not 
becomo ono whit more civil than thoy 
were at tho beginning of our century, 
and until thoy are, the national charac- 
teristics will remain unimproved. Britons 
will continue to ignore tho little courtes- 
ies of life, and iiiako themselves gonorally 
obuoxi'iiis in i>ublic. 

Perhaps 1 ought not to lay this charge 
to the British [leople, but to the English 
and the Lowland Scutch. Tho Highland- 
ers and Irish people are. different ; and if 
nothing else remained to recommend tho 
Celt, this " sweet quality" would entitle 
him to the highest ccmsideratioii. 

I ronienibor once, (when with a friend, 
asking i.>ur way about London), being 
irritated U) the last degree by the short 
gruff answers wo got from the majority 
of those of whom wo civilly "asked the 
way." I oven began to imagine that our 
ajiiiearrtiice must bo against us and that 
we were considered thieves or worse, 
tliougli we reitUy were respectably dressed, 
elderly, sedate, and not very ill-looking. 
-Vt last 1 emjuired of a ragged follow 
wdiose snub nose, long upper lip, and 
twinkling eyes spoko his descent from 
ono section of the Irish people, " Can 
you tell me where Arundel Place is f" 
" .Sure, and 1 don't know, lady, but it 
should bo soiiiewhero here abouts, for 
yinider is Arundel .Street." We walked 
on. I'resently the man came running 
after us breathless to say, ".Sure and I 
asked for ye, lady, and it's tho second 
turn to the right." 

At another time we had to inquire our 
way again, and wo addressed ourselves to 
some workmen at the side of tho road. 
Ono said he didn't know, and the other 
said, " Y'ou'ro .Scotcii, ain't you? If you 
turn into tho 'igh" — but I did not wait to 
bo directed by tliat ill'mannored Cockney. 

Let us pray that our veins bo fed with 
a more copious infusion of that kindly 
Celtic blood which carries with it so much 
of tho milk of human kindness which 
springs from a generous nature, and ex 
liibits itself in tlio unselfisli exorcise of 
cominoii civili'y. 



THE SECRETS OF AUTHORSHIP. 

The Boston Transcript has an interest- 
ing article wherein is treated the disin- 
clination of authors to discuss their 
methods. It is possible that this inclina 
tion arises largely from a purely busi 
ness instinct. Tho mystery with which 
the ])rocesses of composition are envel- 
oped is the strongest fortress an author 
can i)ossess; it serves in a measure tho 
high jirotective purposes and ends of 
that splendid edit(jrial "we." Humanity 
is always curious to know what makes 
the wheels go 'round, and wo are all par 
ticularly curious to find out not only the 
conditions under which, but also the 
methods by which, certain great results 
in literature have been wrought. Yet 
once possessed of the information we 
have craved, tho chances are as ton to 
one that our admiration of the author is 
diminished to a marked degree. We are 
shocked to learn, for example, that Ten- 
nyson has mado it a constant practico to 
employ the service of a rhyming diction- 
ary to aid him in tho framing of his 
beautiful i)ooms. How scandali;;.'d -was 
every literary man by tho confe."si iis t4 
Anthoii.v Trollopo ! Every writer \. ould 
seem to owe it not only to himself, but 
also to his jirofesoion, to conceal from the 
knowledge of tho public the method of 
literary composition; the exposition 
simply belittles the work and cheapens 
the winkors. It is folly to suppose that 
the public can bo hoodwinked, but it is 
true iliat the ])ublic can bo handled to 
better purpose when it is in a condition 
of auBiieiiae. ( )ur reverence for tho con- 
juror is dissipated when, for a small extra 
fee, he ex])laiiis tho exceeding sim])licity 
of tho trick which he imposed upon our 
senses, and wo can havo jirccions little 
rogai'd fi r any artist or artisan wdio, how- 
ever deft he may bo, gives tho snap away 
either to confound folk with their own 
credulity or to put a few paltry pence 
into his own pocket. The practice is 
opjxised to the lirst principles of business, 
of licinor, and of delicacy. — Eugene Field, 
in tho Chicago News. 



Snakks and RAimiT.s. — A good deal of 
iittenlioii has been bestowed upon the 
subject of rabbit destruction, and some 
astounding in'ojiosals and BUggestions 
Iiavo been received from variims parts of 
the world. The last suggoi tion, which is 
friini South Australia, is that a number of 
c:ir])et snakes sliould be let looso amongst 
the rabbits, which would, it is asserted, 
he speedily eatoii np by the reptiles. 
The C(U'ie3i)i indent also furnisliea some 
remarkable data regarding the feeding 
capacity of cirpet snakes. ^Vhen fr;iiii 
live to six foot long tliey are, he says, 
able to eat two or throe rabits at a meal; 
but wheii 10 or 16 feet long they are 
able to eat six rabbits. Anticipating in- 
quiry BB to what would happen if tho 
snakes becamo more numerous than rab- 
bits, ho proiio.sea that carpet siiakoa of 
cno kind only should be used, and after 
eating all tho rabbits the snakes would 
then proceed to oat each other.
